STRONG SAVINGS BANKS NEEDED 
IN CHICAGO. 

The rush of deluded victims to the agency 

of the Louisiana lottery in this city and the 

reckless manner in which thousands of work- 


follies suggest a pressing necessity in the in- 
terests of working people which Chicago has 
thus far failed to supply—namely: a place 
where this class of people can deposit their 
surplus earnings for accretion, ana in which 
they have confidence. Chicago today has 
but one savings bank of any size, and this 
one also does a general banking business. It 
has besides this one or two small affairs 
which are not generally known. We have 
no savings bank, in the strict sense of the 
term, which can be called a great popular 
institution, commanding the confidence of 
the working classes and saving and accumu- 
lating their surpluses solely in their inter- 
ests. 

The collapse of the savings banks in this 
city eight or nine years ago was so general 
and so disastrous that it shattered the public 
confidence in that class of institutions. There 
was a time when they were well managed 
and made money for stockholders and depos- 
itors; but their very success only served to 
invite financial cranks and sharks here, who 
opened banks, and gradually speculators 
gained control of the older institutions. Be- 
fore long the twelve or fourteen millions of 
money belonging to the working classes was 
squandered or stolen, the banks exploded, 
and the victims were glad to get back a little 
over one-third of their money. Had the sav- 
ings banks remained in existence and been 
honestly and conservatively managed the 
money belonging to the working people 
would have amounted to thirty or forty mill- 
ions by this time, and they would have been 
that much richer. 

Popular confidence having been destroyed, 
what is the workingman to do with his 
savings? It is clearly apparent what many 
of them are doing with it. They find them- 
selves at the end of the week with four or 
five dollars in hand. They cannot speculate 
with it. Itis dangerous to keep it at home. 
They have no place where they can lay it 
away. The result is, it goes inte the lottery, 
the saloon, the cigar-store, the : 

the theatre, or some other show plate. The 
temptation to svend it is too strong to be re- 
sisted. If they had money in a bank draw- 
ing interest and commanding their confidence, 
this temptation would have no force. It 
would be offset by the temptation to increase 
their capital still further, to be thrifty and 
economical, to practice self-<denial—all of 
which is jn the interest of their general mor- 
ality and increased happiness. It would also 
keep them out of the clutches of the Com- 
munistie demagogs, into which they are cer-

Why should 
there not be established and supported, right

Cannot our merchants see thelr advantage 
in organizing and supporting such an institu- 
tion? On all the points named the average 
business-man is poorly informed, and, conse- 
quently, comparatively at the merey of his 
insurers. He not only lacks the knowledge 
necessary to enforte his rights, but he does 
not clearly understand the nature of the 
rights themselves. 

THE EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT, 

The renewal of the agitation for ht 
hours as u day’s work shows what a strong 
hold this idea has on the minds of many 
workmen. Few persons would be proof 
against the temptation of long pay and short 
work, and hence the only argument that can 
be of any avail against the eight-hour theory 
is that which proves the plan to be visionary 
and impracticable. In certain trades or occu- 
pations where steam power and machinery 
are not used—like stonecutting, bricklaying, 
and plumbing—eicht hours may be the limit 
of a day’s labor in good times when the 
demand for such labor is active, but it is 
utterly futile to attempt by coercive meas- 
ures to apply the same regulation where the 
economic laws are different. If it were gen- 
erally believed or understood that a reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent in labor would inevitably 
be aceompanied by a 20 per cent reduction in 
wages, and that no systein of strikes could 
prevent it, there Would be less enthusiasm in 
behalf of its adoption. Yet no method has 
yet been discovered by which workmen can 
secure two or more idle hours each day while 
their pay goes on and the costly machinery 
and power of the factory stand still. 

The effect of the eight-liour system if ar- 
bitrarily enforced in all trades is hot a mat- 
ter of conjecture not a proper subject for 
prophecy. The results reached would be in 
accord with certain inexorable economic laws 
whose operation could not be avoided. It is 
easy to lift the curtain and see in advance 
just what would be the effect of making eight 
hours the limit of a day’s labor, with ten 
hours’ pay, in occupations whose natural 
conditions would not square with the arbi- 
trary regulation. 

Those advocating the change claim that if 
the hours were reduced one-fifth all work- 
men now idle would be able to find employ- 
ment. It would take, they say, 20 per cent 
more workmen to perform in eight hours the 
work which is now done inten. Hence, ac- 
cording to this theory, all men now at work 
would receive long pay for short hours and 
all who are now idle would be equally fort- 
unate. According to the estimate of the ad- 
vocates of the scheme, there are 200,000 
idie workmen in the country who, 
under the new system, would at once receive 
full pay for short work. Now it must be 
apparent that there could be no such state of 
affairs without a Chinese law to exclude ab- 
solutely al! European immigrants from the 
country. Even a slight demand for labor or 
a small rise in wages in this country at 
once attracts thousands of workmen from 
abroad. With such a foretaste of the millen- 
nium as full pay for short work European 
mechanics would come to this country in 
clouds thicker than the locusts, They would 
come not dy the steamer-load but by fleets. 
Within a few months after the eight-hour 
work ten-hour pay system went into 
effect the steamships would be taxed 
to their utmost to provide transportation 
for the thousands hastening to the 
promised land. Under the active demand 
for labon which prevailed in 1881 over 660,- 
000 immigrants came to this country in one 
year, and in 1888 the number reached 788,- 
992! This record would speedily be beaten 
after the adoption of an eight-hour system if 


it gave increased employment at short hours 


for long pay. What, then, would become of 
the 200,000 workmen now alleged to be idle ? 
Employers compelled to pay full wages for 
four-fifths work would select the strongest 
and hardiest workmen, and the weak, the 
old, and the inferior laborers would be 
crowded out by the young and vigorous im- 
migrants. The eight-hour system would 
only hold out false promises and deluge the 
country with immigrants and increase the 
number of idle men, and probably would be 
broken through and abiundoned within a 
year. 

The shortening of the dot of labor one- 
fifth would increase the costof production to 
that extent. Employers could take the choice 
of marking up their prices one-fifth or going 
out of business. But the general rise in 
the price of goods, in railroad rates, rents, 
fuel, etc., made necessary by the increased 
cost of labor, would amount to more than 
one-fifth. Clerks, accountants, agents, and 
the numberiess employés outside the trades- 
union classes would demand an increase of 
wages or shortening of hours, and this in- 
creased cost of production would be paid by 
the consumers, including the trades-unionists 
themselves. Granting that under the eight- 
hour system they might receive as many dol- 
lars of wages as now, the purchasing power 
ot the money could not fail to be decreased 20 
per cent at least. When accounts were balanced 
the eight-hour laborer would find his wages 
worth one-fifth less than at present in the

Carno, III., Dec. 5.—[Special.}—A borrible 
affair occurred at the head of Little Ciaim, 
pear Metropolis, III., in the Onio River. A 

uce boat, the J. W. Bluff! No. 1, owned by 

J. W. Bluff of Golconda, III., nine men com- 
posing the crew, with 7,000 barrels of potatoes 
for New Orleans, came to an anchor three 
miles below Metropolis in midriver, 300 yards 
from either shore. The terrible wind raging 
st the time threaten destruction to 
everything afloat, Pilot Millard Me- 
Cauley, in charge of the boat, got into 
the skiff to ferry the crew ashore. By some 
unte ward accident the aH got loose and drift- 
ed away without oars.

Securities were very dull. The only sale at the 
Chicago Stock Exchange was eight shares of 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy at 133. A local 
corporation which has attracted very little at- 
tention for a long time past—the Calumet & 
Chicago Canal & Dock Company—claims some 
notice on account of its recent operations. It 
bas canceled $376,000 of its $2,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock received in exchange for lands, 
and will cancel $100,000 more this month. The 
lands bave gone at very low rates to the pre- 
ferred stockhulders, but the property is esti- 
mated at $4,500,000 on the basis of those rates. 
There are 6,000 shares left, all in South Chi- 
cago and vicinity. 

There was very little stock speculation in 
this city, but the bulls appeared to have more 
courage than any previous day of the week. 
Some of these who have been bearish for 
weeks deelared that the. market showed too 
much strength to afford any promise of a con- 
siderable decline, and they were inclined to 
believe that prices might be steamed up this 
week. The advance in the price of iron nas 
given the list a strong support. It was posi- 
tively announoed ‘during the middie of the day 

that the case relating to the New York Centra! 
and West Shore deal had been compromised, so 
that no decision by the Judge will be neces- 
sary. There is every evidence that the Van- 
derbilt crowd have known all along that this. 
would be done. As early as Wednesday Hol- 
Uns & Co. gave out points to buy Lake Shore. 
The St. Paul people are not talking as if they 
meditated advancing their specialty before tne 
Opening of the year, but the bears are not di- 
recting their efforts against it as they were a 
week or two ago. 

Some of the large loaus that have heretofore 
been left in the New York associated banks in 
the form of deposits were taken out last week, 
and the deposit account shows a reduction well 
toward $5,000,000.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were generally dull 
Saturday, and they tended downwards rather in 
the absence of bull news than because of any that 
was bearish. Of course there was the usual un 
certainty expressed with regard to the outcome of 
the European difficulties, but no, decided trading 
with reference thereto, and the weather was not 
unfavorable to the movement of grain from first 
bands in thie country, being absolutely good for 
corn. The shipping demand was à little better 
than some previous days of the week. 

Provisions were very dall. They sold a little 
higher early in sympathy with ürmness in hogs at 
the Stock-Yards, but soon fell back in the absence 
ot demand. Scarcely anything was done besides 
scalping and a little changing, the latter being slow 
because of a difference of about 2c between the 
views of the parties. Pork sold 10e higher, to 
510.0 % for January, and fell off to $9.87, with 
February at about 10c premium. Lard closed 5c 
lower, at $6.15 bid for February. and ribs Me 
lower, at .

earnest. The anticipations are that there will be a 
temporary rush for seasonable goods. 

The lumber cargo market is about closed for the 
season.

A Decrease of 13,089 Tons in Mast- 
Bound Shipments During’ 


Leasing the West Shore to the New York 
Oentral— General Railroad 


News. 


East-bound shipments from this city fell off 
considerably during the last week. The de- 
crease in shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions amounts to 18,089 tons. This is a very 
unsatisfactory showing considering that more 
than one-half of the shipments for the last 
week was freight secured in the West previous 
to the advance in rates, and which did 
not get through before on account of 
the rush: of business just before and after 
the new rates went into effect. As ail 
the old business “in transit” when the 
new rates went inte effect has now been dis- 
posed of, and all business going forward bere- 
after will be required to pay full tariff rates, 
it is quite certain that this week's shipments 
will show a still greater decrease.

LEASING THE WEST SHORE. 

Srracoussz, N. T., Dec. 5.—/| Special. For the 
last three days nearly sli of the prominent 
brokers in New York have had representatives 
here eagerly watching for some intimanon as 
to what Justice of the Supreme Court Kenne- 
dy’s decision would be in the case where cer- 
tain stockboiders of the New York Central 
Railroad were endeavoring, by an injunction, 
to prevent the West Shore Road from passing 
into the control of the Central's officers. Sever- 
al thousand dollars was offered to any man who 
could furnish reliable information as to wheth- 
er Justice Kennedy would make the injunction 
permanent. Thomas Thatcher, attorney for 
the Central Road, arrived here this morning 
and had a conference with the law firm of 
Ruger, Brooks, Marshall & French, who repre- 
sented the Syracuse stockholders. The result 
of this conference was that at 11:30 o'clock the 
following document was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office: 

Court — Elizabeth B. Gereond others against 
the New ‘York Central Ratiroad Company and others. 
Upon the annexed stipulation it is ordered that the 
above entitied actiog be and the same is hereby 
discontinued without costs to either party. 

Supreme Court—Blizabeth B. Gere et al. etc., against 
the New York Central & Hudson Riwer Ratiroad Com- 
pany etal. Stipulated by parties hereto that this suit 
is discontinued without costs to either party, and 
either party may enter order to this effect on filing 
this stipulation as of course. 

Dec. 4, 1885. 

A notice was sent to Justice Kennedy noti- 
fying him that the case had been settled. He 
crumpled the paper in his hand and sti uck bis 
clenched fiston the table. He was decidedly 
out of sorts. No informaton can be obtained 
bere as to theterms of settiement which it is 
said were arrived at in New York yesterdays, 
James J. Belden of this city appearing for the 
liijgants who asked for the injunction. 

ALBANY, N. ., Deo. 5.—[Special.|—It is be- 
lieved that the Central-West Shore combina- 
tion was consummated ju this cty. Although 
the parties who are interested maintained 
great reticence about the matter, their move- 
ments and statements indicate that the lease of 
the West Shore Road by the New York Central 
was perfected the moment wurd was received 
that the legai proceedings connected with the 
injunction at Syracuse had been discontinued. 
Special care was taken to keep the meeting of 


| the representatives of the two corporations 


here last evening and this morning secret. A 
special train last evening brought here 
President Chauncey M. Depew, Secre- 
tary E. D. Worcester, and J. Pierrepont 
Morgan, New York Central Road; Judge Asa- 
bel Green and Secretary F. K. Worcester, West 
Shore; Mr. Wrigbt of Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
Mr. Lanier of Winslow, Lanier & Co., E. D. 
Worcester Jr., and others influential in the 
management of the corporations. None of 
them registered at the Delavan House, where 
they staid, and secrecy was enjoined on the 
attachés of the botel. The parties were ina 
conference for several hours this morning. 
They were seated at a sumptuous breakfast 
about 8 o'clock today when a messen- 
ger went in the dining-room of the 
hotel. All conversation ceased, and every 
eye was turned on bim. Then he handed one 
of the party a telegram. This was quickly 
read, and then all jumped from the table and 
burried over to the depot. In the course of 
balf an bour they came back and finished their 
repast with evident relish. At 11 a. m. most 
of them returned to New York by a special 
train. 

The parties present at the meetings decline 
to talk on the subject, but one who claims to 
kao expiains their mysterious action 
as follows: For several days neco- 
tiations bave been pending between 
the Vanderbilt party and those who 
ovtained the injunction from Judge Kennedy 
restraining the lease of the West Shore by the 
Central looking to a settlement of the ubie. 
As it seemed probable that these efforts would 
result in a withdrawal of all legal proceedings, 
the representatives of the two corporations 
came here last evening, drew up the necessary 
papers for the lease, ana had them ready for 
signature. While they were at breakfast word 
came, it is conjectured, that the injunction 

proceedings at Syracuse had been discontin- 
ued. In order to prevent any further legal 
complications arising, the signing of the puper 
was a matter of the utmost importance. 
Breakfast was dropped, the necessary meeting 
held at the Central's office in the Union Depot, 
and the lease perfected. Then breakfast was in 
order.“ n *

THE ENGLISH ELECTIONS. 


AN EXCITING CONTEST, WITH THE TORIES 
AND PARNELLITES JUST TYING TUE LIB- 
‘BRALS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 5.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
bie to The Tribune.!|—I doubt if the English in 
London bave enjoyed any day in the last fifty 
years so acutely as they bave enjoyed this. In 
the morning papers the Liberals wero within 
five of the Tories and Irish combined. In the 
fore200n came a bunch of Liberals who made 
the race even; then they were one abead; and 
then a group of Tories sent the Liberals three 
behind. So the tug of war wavered, while the 
tickers in the clubs, hotels, and offices througb- 
out the country were besieged and Fleet street 
was crowded with oue bowillug, frantic mob, 
wildly cheering and groaning asthe various 
resuits were posted in the newspaper windows. 

[The followme is the Associated Press estimate: 
The latest returns show 313 Liberals, 243 Tories, 
end 70 Parneilites elected. Seventy cuonstitu- 
encies are yet unpolled. Of these twenty-two 
are English, one is Welsh. four are Scotch, and 
seventeen are irish. Careful estimates of the 
probable results in the unpolied districts by news 
associations show the House of Commons will al- 
most certainly be composed of 331 Liberals, 255 
Conservatives, and 84 Parnellites. } 

The following is an analysis of the results 
of the election so far made on the morning re- 


turns: 

Liberal victortes— London, 25; boroughs in 
provinces, 85; boroughs, 97; counties in Wales, 9; 
borovgbs, 14; counties in Scotland. 27; boroughs, 
; counties in Ireland, not a single seat; total.

Analyzing the vote this evening I find that 
the Liberals have elected 313 candidates, the 
Conservatives 243, and the Parnellites seventy. 
While Giadstone bes, therefore, seventy ma- 
jority over the Tories, they and the Home- 
Rulers tie him. 

At most now the Tories will get eighteen in 
Ireland it they beat Mr. O’Brien in Tyrone. 
The most carcful study of the figures confirms 
the estimate of the other night. The Liberals 
have about 325, and the figures are more 
likely to be under than over that. Wiib the the 
Tories the figures will probably be about 260, 
The following are today's returns:

In the North Division of Leitrim M. Conway, Na- 
ö received 5,468 votes; Mr. Tattenham, 

yalist, 541. 

Fur the South Division of Fermanagh H. Camp- 
bell, Nationalist, received 3,574 votes and F. 
Brooke, Conservative, 2.181. 

For the East Division of Antrim Capt. James 
McCalmont, Conservative, defested M. R. Daiway, 
Liberal, by a vote of 4,180 to 2. 105. 


THE LIBERALS STILL CONFIDEN T. 

The prospects of the Liberals are growmeg 
brighter and brighter every minute, but, of 
course, nothing;can undo the defeat of so many 
Of their best and strongest candidates. The 
contest is neck and neck between the Liberals 
and the coal tion of Tories and Parneliites. As 
I write a friend tells me the late Liberal Post- 
master-General has just assured him that the 
Liberal authorities are still confident of a good 
working majority. There are, however, enough 
constituencies yet to vote to make the whole 
issue one of absolute uncertainty. When Mr. 
Gladstone was defeated in the parliamentary 
vote in which the Home-Rulers withdrew their 
strength from him he knew that his absentee 
votes, added to the votes he tallied, would be 
more than sufficient to overcome the entire 
allied opposition. He was disgusted with his 
whoie relationship to whe Irish party, and, con- 
dent in bis strength, resigned power to gain 
it in a new foundation wherever he should be 
independent of the Irish members. He de- 
sired to bave at bis back a British majority, so 


whatever be might do for Ireland should be ac- . 


cepted as a concession and not an extortion. 
He bad enfranchised 2.000, 000 voters, had re- 
distr. bute d the boundaries of the constituen- 
cies, and felt certuin that his party would gain 
largely from these measures. When the cam- 
paign opened, however, the Radical lead- 
ers tried to secure an alliance with 
the Home- Ruler, with whom they believed 
they could secure the Government for them- 
selves, committed themscives to several very 
advanced principles which were popular 
througbout Ireland and Scotland and in tha 
Engtish rural provinces, containing the bulk 
of the newly-enfranchised voters. Chief 
among these was disestablishment. The Par- 
neliites, bowever, distrusted the Radicals and 
courted an alliance with tbe Tories. The 
Home-Rulers @jrted with the Radicals in or- 
der to secure better terms from the Conserva- 
tives. The latter finally agreed to the Irish 
terms and the Parneli-Salisbury compact was 
announced. By this time Gladstone bad de- 
dome thoroughly aroused, and by main force 
he compelled the Radicals to return to 
their allegiance tothe Liberal party. But large 
numbers of the moderate Liberals went over 
to the Tories to save the church.“ These 
accessions were so numerous that the Con- 
Servatives threw aside all other issues and 
placed themselves before the countrys as the 
defenders of the English Church. In this atti- 
tude they received so much encouragement 
that they felt certain of success without Irish 
be p. So, after this had been turned over to 
them by a manifesto from Parnell, the Con- 
servatives repudiated it and posed as a pure 
and uvalloyed English party. 
THE RELIGIOUS STAMPEDE STOPPED. 

Mr. Giadstone, by almost sup erbuman et- 
forts, bas succeeded in dwarfing the impor- 
tance of the disestablismmeut issue by locatiz- 
ing it in Scotland. where it is popular w.th the 
majority, and throwing it out from the cam- 
paign altogether in England, where it is 
unpopular with the majority. By this 
achievement he stopped the religious 
Stampede and brought back thousands. 
The Liberal party gradually drew together, 
and the Tory party, left without a distinct is- 
Sue, as gradually dwindled. The Parneli.tes 
ba ve stood together to a man. While they have 
Voted in ali cases against the Liberal candi- 
gates and in favor of the Tory nominees in dis- 
tricts wherein no National candidate was run- 
bing, they have practically parted company 
with the Tories. Never before in Eug isn his- 
tory was a political situation just like this. 
There are clearly four distinct and distinctive 
parties; the Radicals and fhe Liberals are 
Bominally united, and so are the Tories 
and Home-Rulers. The latter alliance is 
unnatural and unreliable, while the former, 
although unreliable, is natural. The Radicais 


~  @laim the credit of the Liberal success among 


the new voters, and the Liberals claim it among 
the old. The Conservatives are in a hopeless 
Minority without the solid Parnell vote, and 
Would be helpless with it against the Kadic al 
other 
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measure in the interest of Ireland. 

| THE TORIES IN A HOLE. 

From this it is plain that it tl:e Tories should 
retain power they could never te certain of 

_ ability to pass any measure, even with 
the Irish vote, and could never be sure of com- 
manding it, It the Liberals should assume 
power they could never count on 
whole Radical vote, and consequently would 
be without the ability to command a majority 
for any of their Government measures. The 
Radicals might affiliate with the ‘Parnellites, 
but if they should do so the Liberals and Con- 
servatives would surely combine against them. 
A week ago the Cunservatives were so certain 
of retaining power chat a Cabinet council was 
called to meet next Monday to arrange a Gov- 
ernment program. Today the situation is so 
changed that this council has been postponed 
for a week, in order to await the final outcome 
of the elections before taking any action look- 
ing towards either the. retention or the sur- 
render of power. It is plain that Lord Sal s- 
bury is now disinclined to remain in office 
without, the necessary support to carry on the 
Gove:nment. , 

The Liberals are divided in opinion as to 
whether they should take office or not. The 
Radicals demand that it the Liberals secure a 
majority of twenty over the number elected 
by the Conservatives and Parnellites together 
Lord Salis buy shall resign before Parliament 
opens. They take the ground that the Liberals 
can carry on the Government with ever 60 
small a majority, arguing that enough Con- 
servatives always can be depended on to sup- 
port the Ministry against the Parnellites and 
their allies to secure a majority on imperial 
measures. The moderate Liberals, however, 
prefer that Mr. Gladstone shall deciine office 
and adopt a policy of guarded support of Lord 
Salisbury, 

UNHOLY ALLIANCES. 

This policy invoives a practical recasting of 
party lines, aunion of the moderate Liberals 
and Conservatives as against the Irsh and 
Radicais. Such an orgunization, if arranged, 
would really form anew English party which 
would have a tromendous majority in the 
House of Commons, and would threw the 
Home-Rulers into such a powerless minority 
that their party might be expected to soon fall 
io pieces by reason of its very inefficiency. 
The Spectalor advocates such aa organization, 
which, it says, would free the Conservative 
party from the pressure of the Parneliite de- 
mands and give the Liberals their proper in- 
fluence in the management of British affairs. 
The fact that the Spectator is frequently in- 
spired by Mr. Gladstone. and that this 
instance it insists as a condition of tbe pro- 
posed alliance that Lord Salisbury shall first 
meet Mr. Parnell witb a positive and direct re- 


-fusal of coalition would indicate that the pri- 


mary alm of both Mr. Gladstone and the Tory 
Premier just now is to found in British 
politics an element which shall always be able 
to place imperial affairs beyond the dictation 
of Irish politic aus. 

The two Salisbury organs this morning fly 
s'gnais of distress. The Post warns the Tories 
to “boldly face tho danger which threatens, 
ana to tell Mr. Parnell and his followcrs in no 
besitating tones that the demand for Irish in- 
a will be promptly and frmly re- 

used.” 

The Standard takes up the refrain thus: 

Mr. Parnell has succeeded so far in the game he 
Das set himself to play. He will beuble to wreck 
one Government after another unless the English 
parties act in that patriotic spirit which Lord Hart- 
ington appeuled to them last night to cultivate and 
display. But the initiative lies largeiy with Lord 
Hartington and bis friends. We do not ask them 
to desert their colors, but they certainly myy re- 
fuse to march under them to win triumphs for the 
common enemy. 

In the Conservative party Lord Randoloh 
Churchiii leads the element which favors meet- 
ing Paruell's demand for a broad measure of 
local self-government for Ireland ia return for 
the support of the Natonalists on Tory 
measures concerning loca! taxation in England, 
jand-law reforms, and foreign policy. The 
more powerful amoug the Conservative politi- 
e ans, on the other band, and the most infiven- 
tial element in the Conservative clubs sre 
strongly opposed to form.ng any voalivon with 
Parneil, They prefer arranging with Glad- 
stone for a united opposition to the league's 
demands. They even advocate that, no matter 
how the elections result. Lord Salisbury shall 
remain in office, open Parliament, and chal- 
lenge a vote of confidence. It is reported that 
the Premier himself favors the lutter line of 
conduct. Whatever political deuls may be 
made in the immediate future, the next Brit- 
ish Parliament will bardly last twelve months. 


IRISH PLANS. 
A DEMAND TO BE MADE FOR AN INQUIRY 
INTO THE LONDONDERRY RIOTS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 5.— [Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.|—It is expected that ono of 
the first Parnellite motions in the new Pariia- 
ment will be a demand for an inquiry into the 
riots at Londonderry. By advice of Mr. Par- 
nell a number of persons have for some time 
past been engaged in collecting evidence in 


| regard to the riots. It is alleged that Magis- 


trate Harvey grossly neglected his duties and 
that the police acted, presumably under in- 
structions, in a most brutal manner toward 
the N:tionalists. In a majority of cases, it is 
claimed, Nationalists entirely innocent of par- 
tic pation in the disturbances were ar 
rested and detained, while the Orangemen, 
who provoked the riots, were permitted 
to escape. Harvey, it is said, stationed him- 
self behind a stone wall and read the riot act 
in the presence of perhaps a score of pol ce- 
men, carr ing out the letter but not the spirit 
of the law. The people, to waro whom the act 
was read, were of course unable to hear the 
reading, and until after the police had at- 
tacked them they were unaware of the course 
which the Magistrate had adopted. The Par- 
nellites assert that they are in possession of 
sufficient evidence to prove that the po- 
hee smashed doors and windows, forci- 
bly entered respectable bouses, and arrested 
and terrorizea men, women, and children. In 
one house in Fahan street a squad of police, 
after breaking down the doors, used their 
staves upon the owner, one McKeeroan, until 
bis head was so badly battered that the police 
surgeon, fearing the man would die, ordered 
his removal toawarm room, and prescribed 
the most careful nursing. The order was dis- 
obeyed, and McKeernan was kept locked in a 
cola cell for twenty-four hours, no one being 
allowed to go near him. 


T. P. O'CONNOR’S VIEWS. 

In an interview today with Mr. T. P. O' Con- 
nor, who is member of Parliament-elect for 
the Scotland Division of Liverpool, and who 
has been unceasing in bis efforts in the Na- 
tionalist ana Tory interest in Lancashire and 
vicinity during the last week, said that the 
Liberals will undoubtediy bave a small ma- 
jority inthe new Parliament, as all intelli- 
gent observers foresaw. He continued: 


The all-absorbing question today is: Will the 
Liberal representation in the coming Parliament 
exceed that of the Tories and Parnellites com- 
bined? lam inclined to calculate that their mem- 
bership will fall a few short of this, but it is easy 
to see that the Liberal majority would have been 
enormous had that party been supported by 
the Irish vote in the boroughs. The Tory victories 
in the boroughs are emphatic trish victories, and 
Englishmen will never again make the mistake of 
ridiculing or underestimating the strength of the 
Irish vote in England. We ought to have turned 
the scale in many more counties, and would have 
done so had Mr. Parnell's directions been properly 
observed. Within my own knowledge three seats 
have been basely betrayed to the Liberals—Prest- 
wich, Hyde, and Gorton—all of them near Man- 
ehester. 

We expected for some time that the first fight in 
the new Parliament would be over tne Speaker- 
ship, Dut that will probably not now occur, in con- 
seguence Of Sir M. W. Ridley’s defeat in Northum- 
beriand. It is stated that anyhow Lord Salisbury 
strongly objected to raising the issue, as this ques- 
tion has hitherto been considered a non-partisan

YESTERDAY'S DEFEATS. 

Some of the incidents today are of general 
interest. The chief is the unexpected defeat 
of Sir Wilfrid Lawson in Cumberland by ten 
votes. The sudden shifting of Somerset, which 
has been sending an unbroken line of Liberals 
and is now electing Tories, rather sobers the 
surprise ot the Liberals. So, too, does the loss 
of Radnorshire, where in 1880 the Liberals had 
400. The only Tory loss of the day not ex- 
pected was Denbigh, where young Sir Watkyns 
Wynn loses a seat that has been in his family 
for a century and a balf. 

The Irisn are greatly pleased at the news of 
the election of C:ofter McFarlane, in Argyll- 
shire. He will vote with Mr. Parnell. 

But there was a” genuine furor at the 
tidings of Mr. Healy’s splendid victory iu 
South Derby. where, since the defeat of Mr. 
Sexton, Mr. McCarthy, and Mr. Dillon, he had 
been despaired of. 

The list of the defeated would be incomplete 
without the name of Mr. Joseph Chamberla‘n’s 
brother Arthur and bis brother-in-law Kenrick, 
over whose discomfiture the Tories are much 
gratified. 

HODGE’S PART—THE MUGWUMP. 

In a score ot constituencies: Hodge has 
signed the death-warrant of families that have 
sat upon him for 300 years. The sisters, 
cousins, and aunts of Tory candidates begged 
for his vote at his cottage door as bumbly as 
he once begged at the castle doors for soup and 
blankets in the dead of winter.

The list is over eighty, including eleven Minis- 
tors, the latest addition being Sir T. Her- 
schell. Less than half of that number of Tory 
members are defeated. Scarccly less intercst- 
ing is the havoc among the old territorial fam- 
ily names wrought by Hodge in—York, a Fitz- 
william and a Dawney; in Wilts a Somerset, 
Tbynne, and Herberts; in Shropshire a Leigb- 
ton; in Devon a Trefusis; in Durham a 
Vane and a Tempest; in Northumberland, 
a Percy, and Lowthers in Lincoln and Cum- 
berland, They all went down before the smock- 
frock's cudgel. Since Flodden there has been 
no such spilling of gentie blood. Of all the 
Irish renegade home-rulers who came to 
Britain to seek shelter under the Liberal wing 
only Michael Heury is elected. All the promi- 
nent fair-traders, too, are sacrificed, which is 
interesting because it was dove by rural con- 
stituencies, while there is no doubt that tae 
fair-trade idea has heiped the Tories in towns 
where the candidates dared not to advocate it.

THE SOCIALISTS AND RADICALS. 

One of the minor results of the parliament- 
ary elections has been a pretty general break- 
ing up into factions of the British Socialists. 
The statement made a short time ago in. these 
dispatches of an alliance between the Tories 
and the Socialists, the existence ot which the 
Conservatives vehemently denied, is now fully 
confirmed. A leading London Socialist today 
said that ata recent meeting of the Social 
Democratic Federation it transpired that £200 
bad been contributed by Tories to defray the 
election expenses of Socialist candidates. A fu- 
rious debate ensued, several of the participants 
being with difficulty prevented irom empbasiz- 
ing their arguments with blows, and scores of 
members withdrew from the organization.

TION—NEW ORLEANS CHAT. 

New Orveans, La., Dec. 5.—|Special.|—The 
stockholders of the Calcasium Sulphur Minmg 
Company, in Southern Louisiana, have con- 
tracted with tne Aurora (III.) Boring Company 
to go to work on their lands and sink shafting. 
Two or three bundred feet below the surface 
are strata of solid pure crystalline sulphur, 
100 fect in thickness and of unknown extent. 
Work will commenceatonce. Mr. C. P. Hunt 
ington, the railroad ma, is the principal con- 
cerned. The mines are close to the track of 
the Louisiana Western Railway, and not’ far 
from the Sabine River.

Herbirger's friends deny 
these statements and make the countercharge 
that Gen. de I'Isle was not only cognizant of 
the habits of bis officers, but shared their 
copious libations and held frequent banquet- 
ings with them. The newspaper people, com- 
renting on these disreputable disciosures, say 
this military quarrel is throwing ligut on tho 
inner life of the chief officers of the French 
army. 

Interesting details come from Berlin of the 
trial of the Marquise Di Candia, the daughter 
of Mario (Marquis Di Candia) and Geulia 
Grisi. After dissipating 300,000 ljre given her 
by Mario sbe continued to live on the most ex- 
pensive scale in the prircipal German hotels.

Says a Paris correspondent: The heathen 
Chinee would have a good time it he read 
the reports of the Parliamentary Commission 
on Tonquin which bave made such a stir this 
week. The commission has heard some start- 
ling statements. A General accuses a fellow- 
officer of drunkenness and incapacity. An 
Admiral proclaims the necessity of scout 
tung.“ Col. Herbirger, against whom Gen. 
Briere de ' Isle brought his damning charge, 
isa descendant of Jeanne d' Are's brother. 
Drunkard or no drunkard, until he had 
the misfortune to order a retreat from 
Langson : he was considered a brillant 
and gallant officer. He is now on 
bis way home from Tonquin, and in a few days 
will reach Paris. His accuser is the unsuccess- 
ful commander-in-chief whose panic-stricken 
dispatcbes caused Jules Ferry's overthrow. 
The army and press are scandalized by the 
General's attitude, and the public disgusted 
with the whole of the Tonquin muddle and are 
eager for evacuation. Admirak Duperre, ex- 
Governor of Cocbin-China, made a sensation by 
the energy with which he denounced the Ton- 
quin expedition. He told the commission 
plumply that France could not protect Ton- 
quin and Annam, and had only one 
way out of the bornets’ nest—evacua- 
tion. He scouted the idea chat the 
colony could ever benefit French trade. No 
French trader ever would go out,“ said he.

Also Is Honored.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Deo.5.—| Special. |-—W hen 
it was found that Mr. Allison did not desire to 
accept the Presidency pro tempore of the Sen- 
ate, it was decided with unanimity to elect 
Jona Sherman. Mr. Morrill of Vermont, who 
was not pleased with Ar. Sherman's effort to 
oust him from the Chairmanship of the Fr 
nance Committee, persisted in voting for Ra- 
munds. Upon the meeting of the Republican 
Senatorial caucus today a motion was made 
that the caucus proceed to ballot for Pres? 
dent of the Senate. Upon the ballot being 
taken Mr. Sberman received ali the votes but 
four, and upon a motion of Mr. Edmunds the 
nomipation was made unanimous. Mr. Sher- 


man, rising, said: : 

SENATORS: I return my bearty thanks for the 
high honor you propose to confer upon me. Your 
choice, no doubt, has been influenced by the fact 
that I have long been a member of the Senate. 
Still my duties hitherto have not given me the 
good practical experience necessary to make a 
good presiding officer. | can only say that I will 
do all | can fairly and impartially to observe and 
enforce the rules of the Senate, and shail rely 
greatly upon your forbearance and courtesy. 

The selection of Mr. Sherman for President 
pro tempore relieves the Republicans of an 
embarrassment as to committees, because 
Sberman bad not received a satisfactory as- 
signment since his return to the Senate, bav- 
ing been compelled to content himself with the 
Small Committee on the Library for a Chair- 


mansbip. 
PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION, 

The Republican Senators also resolved to 
passat the earliest practicable moment what is 
known as the Hoar Presidential Succession bill. 
which was passed by the last Senate, and a bill 
also reported in the last Congress by Mr. Hoar, 
best known in former Congresses as the Ed- 
munds bill, to regulate the counting of the 
Electoral vote. The Republican Senators have 
thus indorsed the principle that the succession 
to the office of President should be through the 


representatives of the party which was suc- 
cessful at the polls. The Democrats of the 
House will doubtless stultify themselves, 
for they refused last year to pass this 
bill, and will now pass it. The bill as to the 
Presidential count will meet with more strenu- 
ous opposition in the House. It is the bill 
upon which Mr. Eaton of Connecticut in the 
last Congress reported adversely. It bas been 
discovered in the investigauons into the dis- 
ability question that the statute providing for 
an election of President in event of the death 
of both President and Vice-President does not 
state whether or not the. President so elected 
shal) be chosen for the residue of the then ex- 
isting term or for a full four-year term. 

[The Presidential-Succession bill which the Re- 
publican caucus has decided to reintroduce in the 
Senate is that known as the Hoar bil! of the last 
Congress. It confers the succession to the Presi- 
dency and Vice-Presidency upon the Secretary of 
State, or if that office is vacant then upon the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, the succession passing to 
the other members of the Cabinet in turn in cases 
of vacancy. The Electoral-Count bill, also to be 
reintroduced by order of the Republican caucus, is 
that known as the Edmunds bill of the last Con- 
gress. its pivotal feature is a provision that each 
State may, by its own 92282 determine all con- 
troversies with rega its own Electoral votes. } 


THE HOUSE REPUBLICANS’ CAUCUS, 

The House Republicans made Thomas B. 
Reed of Maine their candidate for the honor- 
ary nomination for Speaker against Mr. His- 
cock of New York by a vote of 63 to 47. Ryan 
of Kansas was given three votes. Mr. Hiscock 
moved to make Mr. Reed’s nomination unani- 
mous. This was done. There was quite an 
animated contest. Both the gentiemen con- 
sider the nomination an honor. The nomina- 
tion carries with it considerable prestige, as 
the minority candidate for Speaker is recog- 
nized as the leader of bis party and oe 
by the Speaker in the preparation 01 com- 
mittees and so recognized by the House in the 
conduct of affairs. Mr. Heed was generally 
accepted as the type of a more aggressive Re- 
publicanism than Mr. Hiscock. The latter is 
sometimes charged with having a too flexible 
backbone, an accusation which could never be 
made against Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Price of Wisconsin offered a resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted, deciaring it 
to bo the sense of the caucus that immediate 
action should be taken by the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress for the passage of the Presidential-Suc- 
cession bill. Mr. Thomas of Illinois offered a 
resolution, which was aiso adopted, declaring

THE MACKIN CASE. 

The motion to advance the Mackin case in 
the Supreme Court has not yet been made. 
There are two reasons for the delay: First, 
the Assistant Attorney-General assigned to ar- 
gue the case ig not quite prepared; second, 
Mackin’s counsel are considering the legal ef- 
fect upon his present sentence of a decision in 
bis favor by the United States Supreme Court. 
A novel question is presented. It is whether, 
if the United States Supreme Court should at- 
firm the two years’ sentence and direct that 
Mackin be taken out of the pen 
tentiary under the State sentence 
aod recommitted to the same penitentiary 
under the United States sentence, the effect 
would be to discharge the prisoner of all obli- 
gation to serve the remainder of bis five years 
sentence under the State Court. Another 
point raised is, whether the bondsmen of 
Mackin, under the United States bail, have not 
now the right to demand release unless the 
United States shall maintain that the 
prisoner is still in the custody of the Marshal; 
whether the bondsmen in the United States 
Court can be held responsible for the possibie 
escape of Mackin from the penitentiary and 
his failure to appear in compliance with the 
terms of the United States bond, the Marshal 
having in effect surrendered him to the State 
authorities, 

THE MESSAGE. 

The President has decided not to send his 
message to Congress until Tuesday. It wil! be 
transmitted in the afternoon of that day, pro- 
vided the House shall by that time be organ- 
ized, which seems probable. The document 
will be some 36,000 words in length. The 
Press Agency will be compelled to forward it 
by telegraph, as it will not be furnished in 
time to be sent by mail. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
will probably reach the Associated Press Agent 
in Chicago by mail in time to be delivered to 
the newspapers when it shall be transmitted to 
Congress. 

CHICAGO CONGRESSMEN. 

The Chicago Congressmen are all at their 
posts. The Republican members are here in 
capacity of lookers-on. Lawler seems to be 
the special guardian of the fourth-class post- 
offices in all the districts, but he does not think 
the First Assistant Postmaster-General acts 
rapidly enough. As for the remainder of the 
Chicago offices Mr. Lawier, for the present, 
withbolds his bands. 

Mr. Ward is satisfied with the efforts which 
he bas made for the officeseekers, and consid- 
ers that his duty to bis constituents in this re- 
spect are ended. He will probably devote 
himself to his duties as a member, leaving the 
President to make bis own selections of public 
oflicers.

Parnell Is Not Coming to 
America. 


His Countrymen Here Believed to Be 
Divided into Too Many 
Factions. 


Serious Oharges Made Against Certain Or- 
ganizations—A Breezy Oonvention 
Looked For, 


New York, Dec, 5.—(|Special.|—The cable 
announcement this morning that Mr. Parnell 
would not visit America to attend the National 
League convention seems to be no surprise to 
Irish Nationalists bere. They say they bardly 
expected that he would come, and some of 
them go to the extent of saying that they knew 
he would not. However, there seems to be no 
doubt now that be will not attend the con- 
vention. Parliament will meet about Feb. 1, 
and as parties are so evenly divided it will be 
absolutely necessary for the leader to stay at 
home to watch the moves on the political 
checker-bourd. It is even doubtful whether 
any prominent member of the Irish party will 
attend. 

T. D. Sullivan, the Lord Mayor-elect of Dub- 
lin, who has been mentioned as likely to accom- 
pany Parnell, has just been elected for two 
Irish seats. He cannot resign the second one 
unt Parliament meets, and as Parnell will 
need every available vote to retain his balance 
of power he will want Mr. Sullivan's sec 
ond constituency filled at the earliest 
possible date. Mr. Sullivan is likely 
on this account to stay at home with Mr. Par- 
nell. Mr. T. P. O'Connor and Mr. Healy are in 
the same position as Mr. Sullivan. They have 
each been elected for two seats. It is entirely 
probable, therefore, that the convention will 
have to proceed without the counsel of an 
Irish delegation. One or two members may 
come, but they will not be taken from the jead- 
ing Parnellites. 

A prominent Irish Nationalist saidto your 
correspondent today: “I really think that 
Mr. Parnell is glad of such an excellent excuse 
for abseuting himself from the convention. I 
have been informed that he never positively 
promised to attend. His visit to America 
with Dillon in 1880 was not a pleasant experi- 
ence, and things have not mended here since, 
That time he was hustled about from town to 
town, disregardful of his health or of neces- 
sary rest. He had to listen to the complaints 
and quarrels of rival delegations. This society, 
that society, and the othertried to capture 
him. He stood it all unvomplainingly, but 
you notice he has fought shy of America ever 
since. He refused to attend the Philadelphia 
Convention. He did not attend the one in Bos- 
ton. He bad ample reasons for absenting him- 
self in both instances apart from the published 
ones. He was afraid that there might be dis- 
sensions, as there were, but they were kept 
from the public. I fear it will not be so easy 
te conceal them from the public this time. 
You may put it down for adead certainty that 
Mr. , Parnell will not be in Chicago next Jan- 
uary.“ 

80 MANY FACTIONS. 

Further inquiry concerning this has brought 
out the fact that the Irish National Societies in 
this city and all through the East are split up in- 
to na merous factions, each one hating the other 
bitterly. A year ago last summer the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians spiit in two. There are 
two rival organizations now said to be equally 
powerful. Each will send delegates to the con- 
vention. If both sides are admitted they will 


be more intent on fighting each other 
than on carrying out the 

of the convention. Several 

more prominent leaders of the Nacional 
League belong to one of the rivai Hibernian 
organizations. These leaders are accused, 
whether falsely or not, of using the influence 
and the money of the organization to further 
their personal interests. They are also ac- 
cused of using the branch societies for political 
purposes. These charges, according to the best 
information, are to be brought up in the con- 
vention. Another Irish patriotic society is also 
disposed to quarrel with the present managers 
of the league, and to prefer charges against 
members of its Executive Committee. 

A prominent Irish national weekly newspa- 
per in view of these facts published in its issue 
of this week the following warning to Mr. Par- 
nell against visiting America during the con- 
vention. It says: 

It would be a very good thing, if Mr. Parnell! in- 
tends to come at all, that he should defer his visit 
until after the convention. It is evident, from the 
present complexion of affairs, that there is going 
to be a very animated session at the Chicago Con- 
vention of the National League, and that the hon- 
est Nationalists are determined to see if the ma- 
chinery of the National organizations here cannot 
be taken out Of the hands of those whose infiu- 
ences are only directing them to kuavery, chicane, 
and political corruption. This contest is inevitable; 
and it should be made without any interference 
from the presence of Mr. Parnell. When the re- 
sult is decided, let him then come and he will re- 
ceive the welcome that is fitting foroneof the 
greatest of living statesmen ard one of the real 
leaders of the civilized.world in the present day. 
There can be no doubt now of the success of the 
Parijamentary fund; and the Irish party can rest 
assured of all the financial help they need; hence 
there is no immediate want of delegations from the 
other side. A8 visitors, and as patriots who have 
served the cause so well, they will always receive 
a hearty welcome; but the Irish element in Amer- 
ica are perfectly able to manage their own affairs 
after their own ideas, and the less the organization 
in Ireland is entangled in any difficulties that ex- 
ist here the better it will be for the permanent 
success of the National League. After-the Chicago 
Convention shall have met and acted, the whole 
Parliamentary party can come out if they deem it 
Well to do s0; and they will be sure to receive a 
welcome that will compensate them for all their 
labors and sacrifices in the campaign that is ending 
so gloriously for them and for the principles they 
represent. 

The Irish-American, which publishes this em- 
phatic warning, is edited by Mr. P. J. Meehan, 
a veteran in the Irish ranks. It 18 said to be a 
journal of considerable influence and circula- 
tion and ardently advocates the objects of Mr. 
Parnell and indorses his management. 


A TROUBLESOME TRIO. 

The National organizations to which it refers 
as having their influences directed by knavery, 
chicane, and political intrigue are probabiy the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, the Fenians, ana 
the Clan-na-Gael Societies. It appears from the 
tone of the article quoted that the rival fac- 
tions in these societies intend to have it ont on 
the floor of the convention. “There is going 
to be an animated session at the Uhicago Con- 
vention,” it predicts. It is whispered that cer- 
tain money appropriated by these organiza- 
tions for use in Ireland never reached its desti- 
nation. Several prominent individuals were 
recently expelied from the societies in ques 
tion for connection with its misappropriation. 
The Nationa! officers of one organization have 
refused to cali a convention in order to avoid 
investigation. An effort will be made to bring 
the truth out in the convention-hall at Chicago 
when the factions and faction leaders meet. 

Mr. Parneli may not be unaware of the un- 
pleasantness on this side. He would hardly 
care to mix up in the quarrels, even if he 
could attend the convention. It is also stated 
by the party which the Irish-American repre- 
sents that these charges of chicane and fraud 
have rr off the National League 
in America. New York branches have 
nearly all melted away owing to these quarrels. 
Until the ante-ciection excitement in Ireland 
the Iristi-Americans refused to subscribe for 
any Irist purpose. Then they contributed, not 
to tho National League fund, but to the Parlia- 
mentary fund, and in several cities the money 
was sent direct to Ireland; not that there was 
any distrust of the league Treasurer, Dr. 
O'Reilly, but that to send the money through 
him would be an indorsement of the league. 
That the soutributors refused to do. The Par- 
liamentary fund, which Mr. Eugene Kelly, J. 
J. O'Donoghue, Mayor Grace, and other rich 
Irishmen in this city have inaugurated, is alto- 
gether independent of the Nationa! League. It 
Mr. Parnell comes and can beal the dissensions 
here, and reconcile the factions and their lead- 
ors, he will accomplish a much more difficult 
task than any he has yet succeeded in doing. 
It is hardly necessary to say that Tammany and 
County Democracy politics bave a great deal 
to do with this new Irish unpleasantness.

CONSUL C. F. KIMBALL WRITES A LETTER 
FROM STUTTGART ON THE BRILLIANT 
LAWYER. 

The following letter has been received by a 
man in this city from the Hon. C. P. Kimball, 

United States Consul to Stuttgart: 


**CONSULATE OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA FOR THE KINGDOM OF WURTEMBERG, 
STUTTGART, Oct. 17, 1885.—My Dear Str: I 
was greatiy shocked and pained to hear of the 
death of Mr. Storrs, and still further grieved 
to hear that his devoted wife was left entirely 
destitute. He wus too confiding, too ready to 
do for others, too generous in his nature to ac- 
cumulate money. Mrs. Storrs will well remem- 
ber how earnestiy | urged him, in my house 
just before he left Chicago to commence his 
campaign in the Eastin the summer of 1884, 
not to leave his practice and incur the great ex- 
pense and wear ot constant speaking on political 
promises, no matter how great they were or by 
whom made, but to frankly say to those urging 
him to use his great talents in their behalf: 
„ am a poor man; I cannot leave my business 
and do this wearing workjwithout pay.’ He 
partly promised me and his wife be would do 
80; but his great love for his party and his ear- 
nest desire for the election of Mr. Blaine over- 
came bis generous nature, and he entered the 
campaign with all his heart and greatiy over- 
taxed his strength without pry. The defeat 
of Mr. Blaine almost broke bis heart.

She was his 
true, noble, lovmg wife; her whole heart and 
life were devoted to his comfort and welfare; 
and it cannot be possible that men worthy of 
being called bis friends, who have partaken of 
bis generous hospitality, will see her suffer. I 
was pained to read in a Chicago paper of Oct. 
21 that no action had then been taken to raise 
a fund for her benefit. I can only account for 
the delay by the fact that what is every one’s 
business no one attends to, and the great busi- 


‘ness cares of nearly all who are abundantly 


able to give. The only thing now required is 
prompt action by some one of his old friends.

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Ald. Cullerton Declares He Will Never 
Call It Together Again~The 
Talk. 


What the Oompromise Would Be~The 
Whole Subject Now Leit Hanging 


. Fire, 
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Tue Joint Committee on Finance and Wharves 
and Public Grounds held another meeting yes- 
terday afternoon. William K. Ackerman, for- 
meriy President of the Illinois Central, was 
present. 

Ald. Cullerton called for the report of the 
sub-commitice on the Lake-Frout question, 
but Corporation-Counsei Winston doubted 
whether the sub-committee would be able to 
agree upon a report which would take definit 
ground as to the legal status of the matter. 
Ald. Dalton understood a report had been pre- 
pared, but the sub-committee did not agree 
upon the propriety of having it made pubiic. 
Mr. Winston had written it, and the questions 
were ably discussed, but there was much in it 
he couldn’t concur in. Ald, Hull, the other 
member of the sub-committee, said the 
report set forth the history of the whole 
controversy from the commencement down to 
the present time. He didn’t see why it could 
not be read to the whole committee, who could 
then deeide whether to adopt it and let it go 
out. Ald. Dalton bad doubted the feasibility 
of taking the action the report contemplated. 
Practically the whole matter was in the courts. 
Some contended that the city had no rights out- 
side the breakwater. Under the act of 1869 the 
Illinois Central claimed a mile out from the 
shore. All knew the city was interested in 
having a harbor there. The controversy hinged 
on hat question. 
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Mr. Winston remarked that in the suit pend- 
ing in the United States Court which relates to 
the outer harbor Mr. Adams, the former Cor- 
poration Counsel, filed an answer that the city 
would claim no interest in the land outside the 
breakwater. Noone doubted that that posi- 
tion was correct—that the outer harbor belonged 
either to the State or the railroad company. 
Ald. Cullerton said the $800,000 which the city 
was interested in would not be affect- 
ed, no matter what the decision of 
the United States Court might ve. 
Ald. Dalton said if either the raiiroad com- 
pany or the city had a proposition to make it 
should be made and considered. Ald. Culler- 
ton said propositions bad been made, but noth- 
ing was @one. It the city had no interest the 
statement should be made. It certainiy had 
the $800,000 interest. It was a question what 
could be done, if anything, with the outer har- 
bor, and the sooner the people knew it the bet- 
ter. Controller Gurney was in favor of letting 
the truth be known. He didn’t believe it to be 
of any benefit to the city to have the matter 
longer under a cloud. Ald. Hull remarked that 
the question of relinquishing the submerged 
land to the Illinois Central was far above any 
consideration of $800,000 for the three 
blocks. The tendency of the oport 
was to substantiate the claim of the 
railroad to the submerged land, but 
Mr. Winston, interposing, denied that that 
was the tendency of the report. Aid. Hull 
went on to say that some attorneys held that 
even if the act of 1869 was valid the Indie 
Central could not utilize its ownership in the 
submerged lands because its charter required 
it to operate a railroad; that it could not build 
wharves and make the commerce of the North- 
west and the city pay tribute. 

A motion to recur the report was lost, Noyes, 
Gurney,and Cullerton voting yea, Sweeney, 
Gaynor, and Schack no, Winston, Hull, and 
Dalton not voting. Mr. Winston, in view of 
the result, thought the report should 
not be made public. Ald, Cullerton 
suggested that the Corporation Counsel 
furnish the committee with his 
opinion on the subject. Ald. Sweeney moved 
to table that.“ as the report would have the 
effect of depriving the city of what it was en- 
titled too. Ald: Cullerton said if the majority 
of the committee desired to make a report to 
the Council all right. He should submit a mi- 
nority report covering the whole matter, and 
would not be prevented from expressing his 
views. After more talk a motion to file was 
lost, Sweeney and Sback voting yea,“ Noyes, 
Hull, and Cullerton “no,” Dalton and Gaynor 
refusing to vote, and Gurney being absent, 
Eweency having questioned his right to take 
part in the proceedings. 

Mr. Winston thought it would be better to 
agree than to make majority and minority re- 
ports. Abandoning all hopes of a settlement 
of this momentous question would be an irre- 
saab injury to the city. The report was in 

avor of bringing about a settlement of the 
matter, which for the last fifty years had been 
in dispute and litigation. 

Ald. Sweeney wanted to give the sub-com- 
mittee two months more to reach an agree- 
ment. Ald. Noyes moved that tne report be 
submitteed to the committee privately. Aid, 
Daiton said the sub-committee had not been 
able to agree on a report. The committee then 
adjourned, and Ald. Cullerton said he would 
never call it together again. 

The report recommends that the whole mat- 
ter be put in the hände of five men not con- 
nected with the City Government, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, with a view of effect- 
ing a compromise, so as to open up an outer 
harbor for the purposes of navigation, and 
thus give the city an opportunity to close the 
bridges. The compromise proposed is under- 
stood to be this: The Illinois Central to 
$800,000 for a5 One biocks between Randciph 
and Monroe stfeet and to cede whatever hie 
it claims to most of the submerged lands. The 
city isto go on and establish docks, etc. It is 
not unlikely that the report will be embodied 
by Ald. Cullerton in bis minority report to the 
Council, and that the public wil: ultimately 
bave an opportunity to read it.

Lake, and Demand Marshal 
Collin. 
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ne Troops, However, Defy Them 
and They Beat a Retreat to 
Town. 
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OmABA, Neb., Dec. 5.—|Special.|—A message 
from Gen. Schofield was received at wilitary 
peadquar ers ast nigbt and thence transmitted 
m baste 40 the fort, two miles from the city. 
Daytreak found Battery D of the Fifth Artii- 
lery in readiness to move, and within an hour 
the fitty men, with their twenty horses, four 
cannon, and caissons, and baggage, marched to 
the city and ovcupied a special car in the yard. 
At s o'clock the train pulled out for the west- 
ward, its alieged destination bemg Fort Fred 
Steele, Wyo. The three companies of infantry 
bere are under arms and another train 
1 made up for tbem awaiting superior orders. 
These movements are guarded by the utmost 
secrecy. The officers at headquarters positive- 
jy refuse to offer a particle of information. 
The conclusion is reached, bowever, that the 
military authorities are in reveipt of startling 
news from Utah, and that Salt Lake City is 
the objective point of the present movement. 
Jt is well known that public feeling in Salt 
Lake is much inflamed, and it is more than 
probab‘e that the military are advised of an 
outbreak on the part of the Nor- 
mons, perhaps on the St. Bartholomew 
might. order, as Gen. Howard, July 4, 
expressed himself as fearing. The General 
said today in apology for bis persistent silence 
that it was virtually essent.al that the people 
in the locality to which the troops were 
destined must be kept in absolute ignorance 
of the movement. The theory that a Ute 
outbreak or another Wyomine anti-Chinese 
riotisdeemed imminent is advanced, but it 
is without the least supportive evidence, It 
may be that troops are in motion from every 
post iu the Department of the Platte, but not 
a syllable can be obtained. 

A WILD MORMON MOB. 


1 comes out Very late tonight that a United 
States Marshal had killed a member of the Mor- 
mon Church and that the fury of the Saints, 
at last breaking tne bonds of re- 
straint, bad sought revenge in the 
life of the Marshal. Private advices from 
Salt Lake, as well as tbe confessions of 
United States officers, confirm this report. The 
gsiory of the outbreak, as nearly as can be 
learned, is in substance as follows: Since the 
recent ruling of Judge Zane in the Cir 
cuit Court at Salt Lake that indictments 
for adultery procured by Mormons against 
Gentiles could not stand the members 
of the church have been in a great state of ox- 
citement. One of the officers who bas been 
couspicuous in the punishment of the polyg- 
amfsts was Deputy-Marsbal Collin. Every 
effort bad been made to put him 
out of the way by imprison- 
ment, but the attempts dad failed; 
finaliy it was determined that he should 
be assasinated, and a villanous churchman 
named McMurrin was assigned to the work. 
At 7:30 o'clock Deputy-Marshal Collin called 
at the Gardo House, and on entering was met 
by McMurrin and tbree men whom be 
had selected. They undertook to provoke & 
chance for killing Collin, but the deputy en- 
tered the hotel and refused to quarrel with 
them. The men remained about the entrance 
of the hotel until the Marshal was about to 
start home, when they took a _ position 
under cover in au alley juining the hotel. Sur- 
mising their intention, the deputy changed bis 
weapon to his overcoat-pockct on starting 
home. 

As be was passing the alley the assasins 
sprang out, and, fearing to create alarm by 
fring a pstol, McMurr.n felled the 
Marshal with a club. The officer 
at once regained his feet, and drawing his gun 
began a fusiliade at close quarters. MeMurrin 
received two wounds in the breast and abdo- 
men, and though more than a dozen 
shots were fired Collin was rot hit. 
Collina bastened to surrender to the Federal au- 
thorities. He was placed in the penitentiary 
for sa‘e-keeping. and when this became kuowa 
the fury of the Mormons attained desperation. 
The Salt Lake icraid at once issued extra 
editions calling upon the Church 
to avenge the murder of 11 
Saint and used every means ot inciting mob 
violence. In quick response to its lashing tne 
faithful of the church assembled at tue politi- 
cal beadquarters, the city-ball, and organized 
forthe murder of Collin. A rope was prc, 
cured, aud the leader of the mb, 
standing upon an clevation, made a bloody 
speech, ending with the words, “We'll make 
Mince-meat of him if we can get him. 
Qn to the jail! Let the wmurderer 
of at least one Saint be avenged!’ 
The mob at once made a rush for the peniten- 
tiary, where they found that in a very stort 
time United States Marshal Ireland bad pre- 
pared to receive them. Seeing an attack at 
that time would be useless, the mob 
feil back and the strategy of the 
Mormon officers was brougut into requisition. 
City Marshal Phillips callea upon Marshal Ire- 
land and demanded Collin. Ireland refused, 
and the City Marshal sought Unſted 
Etates Attorney Varian, with whom 
he was equally unsuccessful, the 
‘attorney assuring bim that Collin would re- 
main in the custody of the United States. To 
secure himself in this position Varian went 
before United States Commissioner McKay and 
Swore out @ warrant against Collin tor murder 
committed in a Territory of the Federal Gov- 
‘ernment. The Commissioner continued the case 
until the fate of McMurrin sbould be deter- 
mined. Extra editions of the Mormon papers 
Appeared with the announcement of tbis 
course, andin highly inflammatory sentences 
d@manded that the church avenge the crime 
committed against it. 

LAYING THEIR PLANS. 

A crowd gathered at Smith’s corner m the 
evening of that day and laid their plans for the 
Capture of the deputy. What these plans 
were only developments to date dis- 
close. At an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing armed men entered the city from the 
south. About 7 o'clock nine of them were 
seen by several people to pass up West Temple 
Street in the direction of Temple Block. They 
were in couples, part of them on horse- 
back. These were the leaders of a 
band called from the country to 
direct the attack upon the prison for the 
capture and execufion of Collin. The situa- 
tion was rapidly assuming a serious aspect, 
end Gov. Murray was informed of the 
turn affairs were taking. It was at 
once concluded, in order to insure pro- 
tection from any mob that might assemble, 
to solicit the interference of the military au- 
thorites. Gov. Murray and Mr. Varian tnere- 
tore hastened in a closed carriage to Fort 
Douglas and laid the matter before Gen. Mo- 
Cook and asked that either a guard be sent to 
escort Deputy Collin from the penitentiary 
to the fort, or that he be allowed to come to 
the fort without a guard. Gen. McCook 
promptiy dispatched Lieut. Turner witb a de-

At the 
entrance of the fort a sentry was 
pusted with a strong picket line or soldiers 
with loaded guns in the rear. As the mob 
reached the gate they were balted for the coun- 
tersign, being unable to give which the soldiers 
called upon them to halt. 


NO FOOLING WITH THE TROOPS. 

Without a moment's hesitation tne troops 
leveled their guns at the breasts of the mob, 
and Lieut. Turner again ordered them to dis- 
perse upon penalty of a volley. This bold stand 
was unexpected and caused the mob to 
waver, Their hesitation was fatal to 
their purpose and numbers of the 
mob began to urge a return to the city for ro- 
inforcements, A long pariey then ensued be- 
tween the soldiers and the leaders of the mob. 
The surrender of Collin was refused point 
blank, and, swearing they would ro- 
turn in greater pumbers, the mob 
retraced their steps. On reaching the 
city scenes of the wildest disorder prevailed 
and the excitement was very great. It was 
then Gen. McCook saw the insufficiency of bis 
little force of men and his battery 
of small cannon.

Wasninaron, D. C., Dec. 5.—| Special. |—The 
report reached bere late tonight that thee 18 
great activity in army circles at Omaha, 
which is supposed to be due to a threatened 
outbreak among the Mormons. The dispatch 
containing this information was taken to ail 


information obtained was to the effect that, 
unless where is very great diplomatic secrecy, 
there is nothing unusual going on at Omaha of 
which tne War Department officials bave as 
yet been advised. Mr. Tweedale, the 
Chief Clerk of the War Depart- 
ment, through whose hands all orders 
relating to the movements of troops pass, 
and who receives all telegrams, was shown the 
diapatch. He said that it Drought the first in- 
formation he had received that there were 
fears of an outbreak iu Utah, or that there was 
any especial activity in military circles at 
Omaba. He bad been at the department until 
a late bour tonight, and nothing had beeu 
heard to that time which would warrant any 
such reports, and if anything had occurred 
since he thought that be would have been very 
likely to have heard of it. In another 
quarter it was learned that there bad been 
some recent movements in the region of the 
Indian Territory, but there was nothing of a 
serious nature there. The latest movement 
had been the transferof the Department of 
New Mexico to the Military Department of 
Arizona. This is one of the results of the wis- 
sion of Gen. Sberidan. An application at the 
headquarters of Gen. Sberidan showed that 
there was no one there who had heard anything 
or who had auy autbority to give any informa- 
tion. The report of danger in Utab was gen- 
erally discredited by army officers who huve 
recently arrived from the plains. The Sec- 
retary of War was not accessibie. 
The Adjutant-General was at a social 
gathering, and nothine could be learned from 
aim to indicate that there is anv extraordinary 
movement among the troops upon the pluins. 
The opinion of such War Department officials 
here as can be found is that if any emervency 
bas arisen it bas been a sudden ana uanexpect- 
ed one, and that no information has reached 
Washington officials about it or is likely to 
reach here before tomorrow. 


DEATH FROM EXPOSURE, 


CHARLES D. WRIGHT, A WELL-KNOWN 
NEWSPAPER MAN, PERISHES LY THE COLD 
OF FRIDAY NIGHT. 

GREENVILLE, III., Dec. 5.—|Speciai.]—There 
arrived bere Wednesday from St. Louis a man 
who claimed to be a traveling correspondent 
for several papers, and who acted in a very 
strange manner. To people who were on the 
same train with him de _ talked freely 
of his work, and said he was go- 
me to Greenville for a rest—“ right here.“ 
tapping his forehead significantly. Last 
nigut be was seen at the depot at 8:30 o’clock, 
apparently under the influence of liquor. This 
morning a passer-by discovered the dead body 
of the stranger lying under a tank near the 
depot. There were no marks of vio- 
lence on bis person. At the Coroner's in- 
quest this afternoon the name “C. D. Wrigtt” 
was ftouid on his linen, and a bilihead of 
George E. Wright, No. 111 Dearborn street, 
Chicago, was among the few things in the 
pockets of the deceased. The jury returned a 
verdict to the effect that bisdeuth was the re- 
suit of dissipation aud exposure. His body is 
heid awaiting answers to the telegrams seut to 
Chicago. 

i*Charley”’ Wright was known to every 
newspaper man in the Northwest, and he him- 
self was the cnly enemy he had in the worid. 
He was au able and brilliant writer, and his 
humorous sketebes of the personal experi- 
ences of Col. Gutrippab, an exaggerated 
type of “a gen man from Kaintucky, 
sun — which were published while he wus 
connected with the lute:-Ocean, gained bim con- 
sidéruDie promivence asa huworist. He was 
born in 1847 in Kome, N. V., and when bis 
father, the Kev. A. D. Wright, moved to Oho 
and started asmall newspaper and printing- 
offive Charicy learned to sei type, and worked 
as a printer in bis facer’s office. He en isted 
in the Union army, and fought in severui 
of the greatest battles of the War, 
and at its close again worked asa printer. In 
187v-be came to Chicago, where be worked on 
several of the mcrning papers. When bis 
brother, George E. Wrigtt, was editor 
of the Reckiord (Inn.) Register, Cburles 
was made Lusiness manager, and held 
that position until he went to Grand 
Rapids in 1877 to Lecome editor of the Grand 
Rapids Democrat. Here be was married and 
soon after returned to Chicago, doing worm 
for THe Tate and later special work lor 
the Times. During the last year he 
seemed to become discouraged and at 
times appeared to be slightiy deranged. Not 
gettmg as much work to do as be thought he 
ought: he decided to go to St. Louis and seek a 
position on one of the papers there. A week 
ago yesterday he took the train for that city in 
apparentiy good  heuith. His brother 
George was at the depot to see 
him off and noticed nothing wrone in 
his behavior. Since that day ne hai heard 
nothing from bim, and baa written to St. Louis 
making inquiries about him. Mr. Wright 
thougbt that his brother had been unsuccess- 
ful in gettmg work in St. Louis, which fact had 

affected bis brain, and that in an unconscious 
moment be bad gotten off the train at Green- 
ville and wandered off alone.

An Accident Ocours on the Brock- 
lyn Bridge Cable Road, a 
Grip Weakening. 


Several Passengers Injured, but None 
Killed—Remarkable Escape from 
a Fearful Disaster, 


The Matter of Adding to Our Coast De- 
fenses Receiving Attention —Glean- 
ings from Gotham. 


New York, Dec. 5.—[Special.]|~—The failure 
of the much-boasted grip of the Brooklyn 
Bridge Cable Road to act when most needed 
caused the long-inoked-for and oftéen-prophe- 
sied accident this morning. That this disaster 
was not accompanied by death was not due to 
the utility of the grip, nor even of the manner 
in which the bridge authorities manage the 
running of the trains, but must be ascribed to 
Providence. The capacity of the bridge-car 
was tuxed to its utmost. Every train as it pulled 
out of the Sands street station at the Brook- 
In end of the bridge was crowded with 
passengers, even the platforms being occupied. 
At fifteen minutes to 9 o’clock a train consist- 
ing of three cars, jammed so that the guards 
and conductors had but little room to work 
the brakes, pulled out of the depot on its way 
to this city. The train had jut reached tue 
anchorage when the grip gave out and the 
cars started back toward the depot, going 
down the incline they had just ascended. In 
the meantime atrain of two cars, also jammed, 
had started out. It was at the instant that 
this train reached the open work of the bridge 
spanning York street that the train of which 
the grip had given out came into collision with 
it. As may be imagined, the first train was 
rolling down with frightful rapidity. 

Inside all was confusion; passengers were 
crushing and crowding each other, anxious to 
escape what they felt could not be avoided. On 
toe platform the brakemen were frautica'ly 
trying to bring the brakes to bear and thus 
stop the onward career of the cars, but being 
bampered by the men on the platform nothmg 
could be done to uvert the disaster which to. 
lowed, and the downward rush of the now un- 
controllable train was only checked when it, 
amid the crashing of timber, the breaking of 
giass, and the shrieking and shouting of men 
and women, dashed into the approaching one. 

Passengers were huried right and left and felt 
on top of each other, those above crushing 
the unfortunate ones who happened to be un- 
derneath. Some of the more lucky ones, as 
soon as they realized what bad bappened, made 
a rush for the rear platform, trampling every- 
body under foot, and made their way pell-mell 
down to the driveway, and thus to a posinon of 
safety. When the worst of the panic and the 
excitement was over the bridge employés 
set to work to get out the injured. These were 
i, mg in thé cars moaning and calling for help. 
Stretchers Were improvised out of boards, 
and they were carried back along the 
footway to the police station opposit the en- 
trance of the bridge. Ambulance calls having 
teen sent out, several surgeons set to work au- 
ministering temporary relief to the wounded. 
When their injuries had been sufheiently cared 
for to permit of their removal, some of them 
were sent to the bospital and others to their 
homes. When this work of mercy was finished 
the bridge police and the men at work about 
the structure turned their attention to the 
trains. The cars were found to be badly dam- 
aged, they being so wedged together that it 
was almost impossible to separate them. 
With the aid of several engines the wrecked 
cars were drawn back through the depot to the 
train-sheds, where they now tie. The track 
and the driveway were littered with broken 
timber and glass, as was also York street. A 
man named Schaumberg was standing on the 
platform between the first two cars of the rear 
train as it pulled out of the depot. When the 
crash came he was thrown torward, and, fall- 
ing between the two cars, was completely 
jammed in between the platforms „ 


crunched together. His shrieks w art- 
soon as possible eral 
bridge em ployés, armed with axes, 
came to his assistance. Schaum berg, 
between his groans, and moans was piteously 
beyging his rescuers for God's sake to be quick 
and get bimout. In a few minutes the uafort- 
unate man was extricated from his painful 
position and removed on a stretcher to the po- 
lice station. His lees were so badly crushed 
and broken that it was necessary to administer 
to bim repeated hypodermic injections of 
morphine. 

Many other people were injured. Some were 
flung against the seats and others were roughly 
thrown to the floor. Among the injurea are: 

SAMUEL S. MYERS of No. 587 Gates avenue, Brook- 
lyn; severe contusion of the body. He was sent 
to the Bridge Police Station, but was too much 
hurt totellan intelligent story of how the acci- 
dent occurred. 

F. BAKER of Carroll street, Brooklyn, and Sixth 
avenue, this city; ankle broken, besides sustaining 
severe bruises. He isan employé of the silver 
dealing tirm vf 8. Burchard & Co. of No. 60 Mercer 
street. 

JOHN DWYER of Eighteenth street and Sixth 
avenue; budiy injured in the back and side. 

VIcTOR SCHAUMBERG of No. 33 Smith street, 
Brooklyn; badly hurt. 

Many others were ipjured, but comparative- 
ly sligbtiy, and, as they immediately left for 
the r homes, their names could not be ascer- 
tained. A gentleman who has bad occasion to 
make use of the bridge railroad every day 
said this mornmg: “The trouble is that tbs 
briage trustees are trying to carry more pas- 
sengers than they can safely accommodate, I 
am confident that at times there is not even a 
minute and a haf headway between cars. As 
iong as everything works smooth y no accident 
will buppen, but let the slightest slip occur 
and, unless the brakemen are almost miracu- 
lously active, a collision is bound to occur.“ 


THE BROOKLYN THEATRE MATTER. 

Yesterday morning an application was made 
to Judge Walsh, in Brooklyn, by Mr. Henry 
Beam, agent for the executors of the late 
William C. Kingsley, for a warrant of dispos- 
session against Manager McCo ll, the lessee 
of the Brookiyn Theatre. In his affidavit Mr. 
Beam swore that Mr. McConnell owes $11,100 
for rent and that payment bad been demanded 
and refused. The case was called this morn- 
ing, and as the defendant did not appear Judge 
Walsh gave judgment for the plaintiff and 
issued the warrant of dispossession. It is 
not expected that any immediate action will be 
taken in the matter. The reat of the theatre 
has been $15,000 per annum. Mr. Henry D. 
Wilson, who was Treasurer of the Brooklyn 
Theatre under the management of W. A. Mo- 
Connell, who bas since the accession of Mr. C. 
H. MecConne!! been acting manager of the 
house, stated that the control of the theatre 
had passed into the hands of Mr. Harry Miner, 
proprietor of the People’s, Theatre in New 
York. Mr. Wilson who, fn addtion to bis 
position as treasurer, held a one-eighth interest 
in the McConnell lease, further stated that 
since the Brookiyn Theatre came undcr his vir- 
tual control it had done a paying business. More

AS TO OUR COAST DEFENSES, 

In relation to the letter of Mr. Samuel J. 
Tilden to Speaker Carlisle of the House of Rep- 
resentatives urging the necessity of improving 
our seacoast defenses, Maj.-Gen. Winfield 8 
Hancock said tbis morning: It does not re- 
quire an expert opinion to show our need of 
coast defenses. The matter has become a sub- 
ject of common talk, and any man with ordi- 
nary sense can understand that proper const 
defenses are among our most urgent necessi- 
ties. The matter is now in the bands of Con- 
gressiona! committees, and no doubt the mem- 
bers have noticed our defenseless condition.“ 

Col. T. G. Baylor, Chief of Ordnance and 
President of the Gun-Testing Board, said: 
There is no doubt that cffectual defenses for 
the seacoast should be provided. There should 
be heavy guns of at least sixteen-inch calibre 
at each of our important seaports. I think 
that these guns ane strung fortifications should 
not oniy be put in proper locations, but a fleet 
of war vessels-maintaimed. There is nothing 
to stop a man-of-war trom coming into this 
harbor. I Lave no doubt the members of the 
committees of Congress fully appreciate the 
present condition of affairs, and that some ac- 
tion will be taken at the approaching session.“

The 
walls and floor of the main building being eh- 
tirely coverod with lead made effective 
work by the firemen exceedingly diff- 

cult. By good work the firemen also 
saved 56,000 pounds of buik sulphur. 

The workmen and attachés of the piace 

are unable to account for the origin of the 

fire. In one end of the building are two large 
ovens, used for generating gas, but the fire 
started in the opposit end, at a point where 

a flame would least be expected. The total 

loss on building and stock is placed at $20,000.

The three-story brick building occupied asa 
manufactory by the Alston Manutacturing 
Company. dealers in mixed paints, at the cor- 
ner of Cr.ttenden and Curr-.er streets, Was par- 
tially destroyed by fire at 9:85 o'clock last 
night. The fire was first discovered by the 
watchman, G. McNally, who was making bis 
rounds in the lower story, and who turned in 
an alarm, which was tollowed five m nutes 
later by a second one, The fire originated in 
the dry-room on the top-floor, and burned 
through the roof and down through tbe floor,

THE MINISTER FOUND GUILTY, 


THE REV. R. D. PHILLIPS CONVICTED OF 
FURGERY BY THE METHODIST JUDICIAL 
COUNCIL. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 5.—] Special. I— The 
Methodist Judicial Council or Board of Ap- 
peals closed its sossion this morning after two 
days’ deliberation on the case of the Rev. R. 
D. Phillips of Brauchport, N. V., who is 
charged with forgery, and is now under bonds 
and awaiting the action of the grand jury of 
Yates County, New York, Bishop 8. M. 
Merrill of Chicago presiding over the 
council. The Rey. Dr. McWarty, attor- 
ney for the New York Conterence, said 
that Phillips, having borrowed money at a 
high rate of interest, became embarrassed, and 
signed his father-in-law’s name to certain 
notes on a bank.

The matter would undoubtedly 
have been settled, but Boyd's children objected 
to bis paying the amount, and the matter was 
brought belore the State Council. Phillips 
was found guilty. He has been suspended by 
the church forone year. Phillips claims that 
he signeu the notes with the consent bis father- 
in-law, and withont any intention to defraud.

Much Damage Done to Shipping by 
the Disastrous Gale of Fri- 
day Night. 


Many Vessels Missing aud Several Are 
Thought to Be Lost with All 
Hands. 


Fears that the Maggie Marshall, Oconto, 
and Maxwell Have Gone Down— 
Gereral News. 


The fierce northerly gale and blinding snow- 
storm that swept up Lake Michigan Friday night 
begun to subside before daybreak, but throughout 
yesterday the wind continued to blow hard from 
the west. The sea also run down, but the weather 
outside was bitter cold. Four vessels comprised 
the list of arrivals. Two of these, the York State 
and Charles Luling, arrived off the harbor about 
midnight, but as there were no tugs to pilot them 
inside they came to an anchor under the lee of the 
breakwater and were brought in after daylight. 
Both were badly iced up and more or iess 
damaged. The York State lost her mizzsen 
and part of her deck-load outside, and when 
the crew attempted to raise her anchors they found 
the windlass broken, so the anchors were slipped 
and left on the bottom. The schr Julia B. Merrill 
also sustained considerable damage. She was 
Jumber-laden for Chicago and arrived of the Ma- 
rine Hospital when the gale was atits hight. Fear- 
ing collision with the breakwaters it was deemed 
advisable to let go the anchor off the hospital, 
where she rode out the night and was towed to 
Chicago in the afternoon. She was badly iced up 
forward ana about one-half of her deck-load was 
gone. Her foresail was a frozen mass of tattered 
ragsand her booms and gulls had been carried 
away. While off Grosse Point her yawi was car- 
ried out of the davits and lost. The schr Ironsides, 
which arrived last evening, lost part of her deck- 
load, some canvas, and her yawl. These were 
the only arrivals up to 10 o'clock 
last night, and as all sustained damage 
unis reasonable to suppose that more serious mis- 
haps have occurred. Much anxiety is manifested 
by those who have vessels outside, and it is gen- 
erally expected that some of the thirty or more 
vessels now due at Chicago will never reach port. 
The Captain of the J. B. Merrill says he sighted 
the schr Bay State about seven miles out in the 
lake Friday night. Every stitch of her canvas 
had blown away and she was driving before the 
gale under bare poles. She has not been heard 
from since. Theschr L. B. Coates, which left Chi- 


cago Friday morning, ran back as far as the hospi- 
tal and let go her anchors. She was still there at 
dark. Considerable damage was done to shipping 
in the harbor. The schr J. V. Taylor, which was 
lying at the North Pier waiting to discharge her 
cargo, began to pound against the pier and nar- 
rowly escaped being sunk. Her lines parted and 
she drifted out into the channel, but the crew suc- 
ceeded in letting go the anchors and rode out the 
night. The schr Milwaukee Belle, tying in light- 
house slip, was badiy damaged from pounding 
against the dock. Her lines also parted and she 
drifted out into the Government basin, where a 
safe anchorage was found. Two dump-scows 
owned by Fitz Simmonds & O'Connell broke away 
and were sunk. The schrs Vermont and American 
Union got adrift. Both were damaged. The schr 
Lottie Cooper parted ber lines and ran into a dock, 
carrying away her jibboom, bowsprit, and beadgear. 
The yacht Idler had a hole stove in her stern from 
pounding against the dock. 


LAKE HURON DISASTERS. 

PORT HURON, Mich., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—The 
schr Kate Richmond of Cleveland went ashore 
four miles above Lexington during the heavy gaie 
from the northeast last night. The steam-barge 
Swain arrived at noon today after going through a 
most severe snow-storm on Lake Huron. She lost 
her consort, the A. C. Maxwell, off Goderich last 
night. The wind was then east-northeast and a 
tremendous sea was running. Telegrams have 
been sent to all the shore points asking for tidings 
of the Maxwell, but no favorable reply has been 
received up to this hour. Feurs are entertained 
that she might have gone down with all hands, as 
she was laden with ore.

A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 6.—([Special.]—The 
steam-barge Thompson Kingsford reached here at 
8 o’clock this morning, after a terrible experience 
in the blizzard. Friday of last week she went 
ashore in asnow-storm near Northport, but being 
among rocks it was thought dangerous to attempt 
to release her untilatug could be secured, and 
she was considerably delayed. After being loaded 
at Charlevoix she was delayed two days at the 
Manitous by heavy weather, but got away at 4 
o’ciock yesterday morning, with the sehr Odd Fellow, 
for this port. The wind was light from the east, but 
when the barge was in midiake the wind backed 
around to northeast and increased to a gale, with a 
snow-storm. The sea was so heavy at 3 o’clock 
that the Odd-Fellow was cast adrift. The tremen- 
dous sea swept high over the hurricane deck sft, 
and into her smokestack, forty feet ubove the 
water-line. Every door and window of her cabin 
was broken in, the seas breaking through from 
floor to ceiling, wetting everything, even to the 
bed-clothing. When her lights were lit every 
one was extinguished and she was ail 
night without a light aboard. At 
2 o’clock this morning, when twenty-five 
miies off Shevoygan, the rudder chain parted apd 
the barge got into the trough of the sea, where she 
lay for twenty minutes,rolling heavily. Her engine 
was worked slowly to possibly keep her from 
foundering, while ey§ry one of the eleven men 
aboard expected each minute to go to the bottom. 
Seven men attempted to steer her with a crowbar 
in her tiller, but they were thrown from their 
positions with the working of her rudder in 
the sea. and several more attempts were no 
more successful. Finally a line was at- 
tached from the tiller to the end of 
the chain and she could be steered. The snow- 
storm abated about 2 o'clock, but the seas became 
heavier and one carried away her entire deckload 
above the rail. The seas rushing into her would 
have swamped her, as her pumps had become 
clogged up, had not several of the crew been 
placed in her flre-hold and by bailing with paiis. 
which they banded to men on deck, were enabled 
to keep the water down to two feet. The fireman 
worked tifteen hours in the flre-hold in water above 
his knees, and the engineer wus tweaty-four hours 
at the throttle, the seas breaking through the en- 
gine-room door completely submerging him nearly 
all the time. The men on deck suffered greatly 
from the cold. The barge was iced up from bow to 
stern. The Odd-Fellow reached Racine,

Boston, Mass., Dev. 5.—ISpeolal. ] The con- 
duct of the delegation of the Boston City 
Council that went to the Hendricks funeral is 
causing a good deal of unfavorabie comment 


in this city. The committee comprised Ald 
Whitten, Weich, and Smith, Councilmen Cas- 
sidy, Jenkins, Farrar, Blume, Fosse, Collison, 
and Denny, and City Messenger Peters. A 
draft for $2,000 was made on the City Treas- 
ury before they started, and of this sum only 
$500 was returned. It 1s thougbt here even 
among good livers” that $1,500 was 
a pood deal of money to spend 
on such a trip for eleven men. The 
committee remained in Indianapolis from 
Sunday night until Tuesday evening, and in 
Chicago ali ot one day. In order, therefore, to 
make the record correct, $900 must be allowed 
for hotel bills and incidentals not ordinarily 
caiculated upon by business-men. Chicago 
sent sixteen representatives to the Hendricks 
funeral. They had no railroad fares to pay, 
but their expenses were only $67. In other 
words, Chicago paid about $4.25 per day for 
board, etc., which cost Boston tour times that 
amount. Ad.spatch from Indianapolis says: 


According to a report current since the Hen- 
dricks obsequies the Boston delegation had a mon- 
key-and-parrot time among themselves over a 
proposition to extend their junket. At the dinner- 
table, so the story goes, some one suggested that 
the trip be extended to New Orleans, inasmuch as 
the appropriation to cover the expenses of the 
journey—$2,000—-was sufficient to enable them to 
make the return trip that way if desired.

CUED AFTER FIFTEEN MONTHS. 

Denisos, Tex., Dec. 5.—(Special.J—E. J. 
Lawson, alias J. H. Bell, was arrested here to- 
day on the charge of abduction. About fifteen 
months ago Lawson was an insurance agent at 
Little Rock, Ark., was prominent in business 
and social circies, and regarded as a man of 
means. In the set in which Lawsoa moved 
was a married woman named Mrs. B. R. Moore, 
who gave birth toachild which died, and it 
deranged her mind.

Lawson 
moved from piace to place so rapidly that the 
anxious husband was never able to overtake 
them. At last Mrs. Moore telegraphed her 
uncle, living at Fort Smith, Ark., imploring 
him to come to her rescue. Last night ber 
husband arrived. He, with the assistance of 
the City Marshal, tracked the truant wife to 
the residence of Mrs. Hall, where she was 
arrested. Lawson, alias Bell, bad gone 
to Sherman on business and upon dis return 
today was taken into custedy and lodged in 
jail. Lawson has a wife and four children 
now residing in Little Rock. He and Mra. 
Moore have been masquerading as man and 
wife for the last fifteen months. At the time 
of the elopement, in May, 1884, Moore, the in- 
jured busband, bada judgment against Law- 
son for $7,000, and is anxious to get the wreck- 
er of his domestic happiness back to Arkansas 
where be can be properly punished for his 
crime. Mr. Moore has forgiven his wife.

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Immense ‘Damage Done by the 
Waves to the Lincoln Park 
Lake- Front. 
The Drive Also Suffers Injury to a 


Considerable Extent—Along the 
' 7 Shore. 


Reports from All Over the Northwest 
Show the Blizzard to Have Been 
General. 


Friday night’s storm lashed the waters of 
Lake Michigan into a fury, and played con- 
siderable havoc with the Lake-Shore drive and 
temporary breakwater. At midoight the water 
had risen eight feet above what is termed the 
city datum, and was dashing over drive, pier, 
and breakwater. Such a storm has not been 
known on the lake for many years. Consider- 
able portions of the drive between Webster 
and Fullerton avenues, opposit the music 
stand, and north of the North avenue pier were 
scooped completely out, and huge banks of 
sand were piled up at otmer places by the ro- 
sistless force ot “the waves. Three hundred 
feet of the temporary breakwater in front of 
the water-works engine-bouse were swept clear 
away. Superintendent De Vry of Lincoln Park 
estimates the damage to the roads at about 
$5,000. He thinks the results of the storm 
should stir up the Commissioners to erect 
a substantial breakwater, and for that pur- 
pose recommends that all other improvements 
be stopped and all available money concen- 
trated on the breakwater. Such a breakwater 
would cost about $500,000, and Mr. De Vry 
thinks it imperative that the Commissioners 
should get authority from the Legislature to 
issue $250,000 of bonds, and set about the con- 
struction of the breakwater as early as poss'- 
ble. In referring to the storm Superintendent 
De Vry said that during the ten years he had 
had charge of Lincoln Park. be had never 
known the waters of the lake to run so high, 
and it was surprising that so little damage had 
been done. The severity of the storm ren- 
dered it impossible to keep the electric lights 
burnimg after 8 o'clock, and four of the mas- 
sive poles were blown down. 

A walk along the lake shore from the en- 
gine-house at Lincoln Park to the fence at Oak 
street showed that considerable portions of the 
roadway bad been swept away, trees blown 
down, and great banks of sand piled up. Tan- 
gied masses of driftwood bound together with 
weird-iooking icicies littered the whole shore. 
Just north of the North avenue pier the road- 
way for a considerable distance was practical- 
ly gone, and the base-ball grounds were trans- 
formed into a minfature lake. The pier stood 
the test, but all the boats which were moored 
to it were swept away. But little damage of 
any kind was done between North and Chicago 
avenues except at Oak street, where the 
wooden fence succumbed to the waves and 
considerabie inroads made in the roadway. 
The snow at some points had drifted to a depth 
of about two feet and rendered the crossings 
nearly impassable, and the wind was intensely 
cold and piercing.

._ tween 300 and 500 feet of the northeast end of 


the new Goveinment breakwater opposit Har- 
mon court were destroyed by the recent storm. 
The water was too rough yesterday to admit of 
a visit of inspection. Fur the same reason it 
is not known whether any other damage oc- 
curred to the other break waters. 


EVANSTON, 

If a storm sweeps any portion of this State 
Evanston is sure to get its allotted share, and 
more. One of these bair-raisers came along 
last night and made the town fairly howl. One 
person was hurt, a young student named Siu.

Old 
residents say they don’t remember of a flercer 
storm. The Hvanston Boat Club bouse, which 
was reported to bave been washed away, was 
in reality but slightly damaged. 


HYDE PARK AND BEYOND. 

The storm of Friday night gave the oldest 
inhabitant an opportunity to come to the 
front. The ancient citizen who boids that post 
of honor along the lake shore south of the 
city says that never within bis memory was 
the water higher or the sea heavier. While he 
may exaggerate, after the manner of his kind, 
the storm was very severe and has left traces 
of ite fury all along the shore from Thbirty- 
ninth street to South Chicago. It does not ap- 
pear that the waves were higher thanis often 
the oase in severe storms; but the wind, being 
nearly jn the north, drove vast quantities of 
water down to the bead of the lake and gave 
the waves an unusual purchase on the shore. 
North of Thirty-ninth street there is litile 
along the shore to be damaged. The boat- 
houses ot the Farragut and Lawrence Boat 
Clubs and the Chicago Canoe Club are well 
protected by breakwaters, They were pretty 
thoroughly drenched by flying spray, 
but escaped serious damage. Just 
south of fForty-seventh street stood the 
boat-house of the Cooks, who owned 
three valuable canoes which have taken almos} 
all the prizes in the. regattas of the Chicago 
Canoe Club. The Psyche and the Eugénie 
were totally destroyed, and the boat-house 
completely wrecked. The loss cannot be less 
than $400. In Morgan's breakwater at the 
foot of Fifty-first street were eleven boat- 
houses occupied by the Hyde Park fleet. The 
houses were quite weil protected and have 
stood several winters with slight injury. Not 
one of the eleven escaped. One was com- 
pletely wrecked and the timbers strewn on the 
beach. The ers were lifted from their 
toundations, tipped over, sides and floors torn 
out, and piled like jackstraws on the shore. 
Fortunately most of the boats had deen re- 
moved, as the breakwater was rerarded as un- 
safe. One sixteén-foot sailboat, new, and one 
of the best in the fleet, was completely 
wrecked, and can only be used for kindling- 
wood. Another, a very costiy rowboat, was 
badly damaged, ana is probably worthless. 
The sailboat in the house which was com- 


- pletely wrecked was thrown upon the beach 


some distance away and covered with sand. 
It was badiy strained, but its timbers were 
intact. Three or four canoes of considerabie 
value were badly battered. The houses all con- 
tained furniture, clothing, sails, rigging, and 
various valuabies, almost every article of 
which was swept away or ruined. The houses 
and contents and ruined boats cannot be re- 
placed for $700. The breakwater, which is a 
large inclosed area, kopt accessible by a dredge, 
seems to have been almost completely filled 
with sand. In one place where there was six 
feet of water there is now not more than a 
foot, and in another where there was two feet 
of water there is dry land. The barns of the 
old Hyde Park Hotel were broken and damaged 
by the waves. They were supposed to be 
quite out of reach of the waves. A large scow 
or flat boat came ashore near this point, having 
probably drifted from the city. 

It is at Jackson Park that the power of the 
storm is most strikingly shown. The water was 
forced over the beach, across the driveway 
and over the lawn uotil it ran into 
the artificial lake which is located 
fully 500 feet from Lake Michigan. 
The new and expepsive stone shore protection 
lately constructed by the Park Commissioners 
seems little damaged, as far as could be seen 
under the thick coating of ice and water. The 
damage tothe park, however, must be large. 
South of the canal that feeds the artificial lake 
the whole unimproved park lands are flooded. 
The waves broke over a sandy ridge that lies 
between the lake and a large extent of low 
ground and flooded it in all directions, putting 
a number of streets undef water. As far as 
was learned no particular damage was done 
along the shore south of the Water-Works, 
though the shore line wos seriously cut into in 
many places. 

The steam-railroads were but slightly iuter- 
fered with, although the mail-trains from the 
east were somewhat delayed. Telegraph wires 
generaily witustood the onslaught of the ele- 
ments very much better than might have been 
expected. After the early morning bours, 
when the sleet covered most of the street-rail- 
way tracks, the street-vars experienced some

rue science of ballooning is a moderately 


oid ove, dating from June 5, 1782, when the 
Wontgolfier brothers sent up their first bal- 
loon. Since that time very little advance bas 
been made in the knowledge of controlling the 
movements of a balloon, though it has been 
applied to several purposes which were not at 
that tyme dreamed of. It is well known that 
the principle of the present-day balloon is a 
hage bag of canvas or silk filled with hydro- 
gen gas or carbureted hydrogen, the latter be- 
ing the most easily obtainable, since it can be 
got ready made from the gas-mains in any 
The difference between the weight 
of the balloon filled with this gas and the 
weight of the air which is displaced 
by the filled bag gives the ascensional 
power, which decreases with the distance that 
the balloon rises above the earth's surface. The 
latter fact depends upon the well-known prop- 
osition that the density of our atmosphere de- 
creases rather rapidly as we rise above the sea 
level, being about twice as great there as it is 
at an altitude of three and three-quarter e 
The great difficulty experienced by aeronau 

has been not only in the lack of control for a 
balloon, but in the fact that the gas used changes 
its volume witb the change in the density of 
the air outside, and also with the variations of 
temperature that are met with in the 


serial voyage. To speak practically, it 
may be said that it is necessary to only 


ly fill the balloon to start with, because 
at a hight of afew bundred yards the press- 
ure of the external air becomes lessened 
enough to permit the contained gas to expand 
to the full volume permitted by the canvas 
sack or bag. As the balloon rises through dif- 
ferent air strata it meets with changes not only 
of density but of temperature, and these make 
it necessary to alter the effective weigit of the 
dalloon by one of two methods. 


MEANS OF REGULATION. 

When the gas has expanded too much a part 
of it canbe let out by means of a valve oper- 
ated by acord from the- basket beneath, and 
when the balloon is too heavy it can be lightened 
by throwing out sand or other material which is 
taken up as ballast. A few repetitions of both 

practically exhaust the ability of 
the aeronaut to continue bis voyage, and it bas 
to come to an end, even if there were not the 
additional fact that by the process known as 
endosmosis and exosmosis there is a contin- 
yous interchange through the fibre of the 
baloon between the air outside and the gas in- 
so that in the course of a tew days at 
farthest a filled and perfectiy-closed bag would 
become filled with atmospheric air, while the 
gus would have vercolated out into the ex- 
terior atmosphere, 

Dr. A. de Bousset of this city is at present 
advocating a novel method for getting rid of 
All these difficulties except the first, and claims 
that bis plan will make it comparatiyely easy 
to steer the machine at will excepting where 
the strongest currents are encountered, or in 
a gale of wind. He starts out with the idea 
that the bag or other vessel containing gas 
must be dispensed with, and proposes to make 
the envelope of metal, which will be about two- 
thirds exhausted of its air, and contain no 
other gas. This will give permanancy of char- 
acter to its contents, and the ability to control 
its movements he proposes to gain by the pecul- 
jarity of shape, being a cylinder with a cone 
at each end, and by makimg his motor 
apparatus furnish alarge part of the ascension- 
ai force. His machine will be but little lichter 
than the air that it displaces, and the load will 
make it a little heavier. It is to be®propelied 
by electric motors, which can cause it to move 
in any required direction, including the up- 
ward. And it appears from what the doctor 
has to say on the subject that he expects the 
movement to be in a series of inclined planes 
up and down in the atmosphere, somewheat re-

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The Courier de Illinois has devoted a consid- 
erabie part of its space in recent issues to a 
series of articles on this subject.

“The air is heavy (possesses weight), com- 
pressible, and elastic. It forms an envelope of 
about sixty miles deep all around the earth.

A MEASURE OF PRESSURE. 


“The air presses upon each square metre of 
the earth's surface with a force of about 10,330 
kilograms (nearly fifteen pounds to the square 
inch), when the thermometer stands at centi- 
grade zero and the barometer at 0.76 metre 
(about thirty inches). The human body pre- 
sents about a metre and a balf of surface (near- 
ly eleven square feet), whence it follows that a 
Medium-sized man at the sea level supports a 
pressure of some 15.500 kilograms (seventeen 
tons). It may seem at first sight that this 
weight should crush him, but his body resists 
the pressure by means of the fluid which it 
contains. The limbs experience no inconven- 
jence in their movements because the air that 
is within us presses outward with the same 
force, the internal and exterior pressures be- 
ing equal to each other.

POLITICIANS WORKED UP OVER THE SCOTT 
FORGERIES—DISGUSTED MORMONS. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 5.—([Special.|—The de- 

velopments in the case of County Clerk Scott 
continue to furnish plenty ot talk for the poli- 
ticilans. Since the forgeries were first made 
public Scott has been kept under surveillance 
and handled very gingerly. Today he was 
taken before a Justice and formally notified of 
the charges against him. His preliminary ex- 
amination was set for next Thursday, and he 
was released on $10,000 bail. New forgeries 
are turning up daily, and, while some of 
his friends at first admitted that the 
amount would reach only $18,000, 
small notes are coming to light which 
lead the public to think that all has not yet 
been revealed. Scott declines to resign his of- 
fice, but the County Commissioners assert that 
he must do sv. He still hopes for some com- 
promise that will settle the matter and shield 
bim from punishment. Much adverse criticism 
has made on the conduct of the officials 
in not Hresting him at once. This has caused 
rumors to circulate mat othere are equaliy 
guilty who have not yet been mentioned 
in the matter. Scott is quoted as 
saying that his first election cost nim $8,000, 
and it is believed that as much more was sunk 
in the same way to secure his reéiection.

Little Chaps Sent as Messengers to Sa- 
loons by Depraved Workmen— 
- Rushing the Can, 


Most of the Best Ooncerns Prohibit the 
Practice, but the Rule Is 
Evaded, 


A week ago last Sunday Tax Trrsung pub- 
lished a communication which commented on 
the evils arising from the practice of sending 


| boys out from Chicago factories at noon and 


other hours for beer for the employés. The 
ground taken was that the boys were apt to 
succumb to the temptation of sampling the 
cans before delivering them and their contents 
into the hands of their owners, and in that 
way being taught to cultivate a fondness for 
the amber beverage likely to do them incal- 
culable injury both in their youth and after 
life. ' 

Tae Tripune reporter detailed to investi- 
gate the subject, while walking down Fifth 
avenue at the stroke of noon, espied a young- 
ster armed with a load of empty tin pails rush 
across Monroe street and dive into a basement 
saloon on the corner. Ina few moments he 
emerged bearing in each hand a wooden’ bar 
some three feet long by an inch and a half in 
diameter, on which were strung, in notches 
cut to prevent them from slippmg, the 
cans, now filled with the foaming 
fluid. He disappeared up the stairway 
of a large building in which several light man- 
ufacturing firms do business. Farther down 
the street similarly-laden messengers were 
more plentiful, and a littie knot of them were 
found conversing on the step of a saloon on 
the west side of the street, between Washington 
and Randolph. All were armed with the notched 
sticks, some with twoand others with only one, 
on which were siung from four to six cans of 
beer. The reporter stopped one of the kids.“ 
as he was about to depart with his freight, and 
asked him how such services were generally 
renumerated, if at all. 

** Each of de fellers 1 ‘rush’ for gives me a 
Ame a week,“ answered the youth, asturdy lit- 
tie fellow, clad in a pair of stout boots, trou- 
eers much too big for him, and a ditto biue- 
flannel shirt.

A FAVORED REGION. 

The region on the West Side where the 
„ growler is most popular is bounded on the 
south by Madison street, on the north by the 
lake, on the west by Desplaines, and on the 
east by the river. 
for the main part of factories, large and small, 
turning out almost every imaginable species of 
merchandise, and, at a rough computation, 
there are at least two saloons to one factory. 
On West Randolph street, between the bridge 
and Canal street, there are five beershops 
grouped in a distance of a hundred yards— 
three on the south and two on the 
north side of the street. Three of the four 
corners of Randolph and Cana! are ornamented 
with saloons, and in the next hundred feet 
west there are five more, so that thirsty sons 
of toil in this vicinity n suffer no lack of 
variety of stoek to choose m. 

As soon as the whistles of a dozen establish- 
ments bave shrieked and bellowed forth the ar- 
rival of the noon hour such saloonkeepers as 
experience has taught to expect it gird up 
their loins in readiness for the rush of busi- 
ness heralded by the sound. In a few 
minutes the messengers from the fac- 
tories appear, equipped, in many cases 
similarly to their colaborers on the 
South Side. The cans are filied by the 
busy bartender without delay, and the youth- 
ful messengers, their faces still bearing the 
dust and grime of their morning’s work, hurry 
back with their precious freight, after settling 
with the saloonkeeper or not, as the latter's 
rule demands. 

The establishments that the reporter noticed 
boys and young men bearing beer into were 
small factories, machine-shops, and so forth, 
employing perhaps less than a dozen bands, 
and a bystander volunteered the information 
that it was from these and houses of 
a kindred stamp that the saloons derived the 
best part of the revenue they drew in at the 
noon hour, none of the large concerns on the 
West Side allowing intoxicating liquors of any 
description to be drank on the premises. 

Perbaps the firm employing the most hands 
of any in the neighborhood is the David Brada- 
ley Manufacturing Company, whose premises 
occupy the better part of a block on Lake and 
Desplaines streets. A representative of the 
firm said; “A large percentage of our em- 
ployés are Germans, and they, as is well 
known, regard beer as a regular art“ 
cle of their diet. We consider that 
we have no more right to dictate to them what 
they shall drink any more than what they shall 
eat. Their noon hour is their own, to do what 
they like with, and if they choose to send out 
for beer to wash down their dinner we have 
nothing to say to it. 
own masters in their own time, and if the work 
is done as it should be, we are satisfied.” 


AS TO THE LAW. 

One of the two saloonkeepers right across 
the way on Desplaines street was asked if he 
was aware that in selling liquorto boys every 
day at noon time he was deliberately violating 
the law. O, I know nothing about that,” be 
replied, tightening the strings of his snow- 
white apron; all the boys that 1 fill cans for 
I know personally, and I know that the beer 
isn't going to be drank by them, but by the 
men they are fetching it for. But I don’t do 
much of that sort of trade,” he added a little 
regretfully, because this is a strictly cash 
house, and the men are apt to trade most at 
places where they can get tick.“ 

„Do you ever catch the boys taking surrep- 
titious pulls at the cans you have filled for 
them? 

“Sometimes, but not often; when I do I 
cuff the kid over the head and threaten to tell 
‘on’ him to the boys. That frightens him 
generally, and if he swigs out of the men’s 
cans any more it is in some place between here 
and the factory where I can’t see him.“ 

Mr. R. W. Blatohford of E. W. Blatehford & 
Co. said it was astrict rule of his house that 
no beer or any other liquor should be brought 
into the factory by the hands, and that any 
one found guiity of such an offense 
would suffer instantaneous discharge as the 
penaity. A similar statement was made by a 
representative of the National Tube Works. 
The company, the latter said, had a strict rule 
prohibiung any of its empioyés from leaving 
the works at any time during business bours 
for the purpose of running across the street to 
whet his whistie or anything else. The com- 
pany, he added, would like to control the 
actions of its employés outside of business 
hours with regard to patronizing saloons, if it 
could, for their own sakes, but of course such 
a thing would be impracticable for many 
reasons. 

The reporter found Mr. R. T. Crane at Crane 
Bros.’ iron foundry, on Jefferson street, and 
asked bim if he permitted bis men to send out 
tor beer at noon hour. For repiy be called up 
the timekeeper and questioned him in the 
presence of Tus TRIBUNE man. 

Did you ever see a boy or a man bring a 
can of beer into this factory at noon, or any 
other time?“ he asked sharply.

When they 
haven't time to go for it themselves they send 
one of the boys for it; but I don’t see any 
harm in that. The boys go for it and bring it 
back untasted; if any of them get a taste for 
drinking it isn’t from anything they get out of 
the cans they are sent out to get filled from 
here.“ 

„The curse of the workingman in Chicago, 
so far as drink is concerned, said a West Side 
man who has done some good work in the 
cause of temperance, is m the system of 
credit permitted by certain salooukeepers. It 
is practiced, of course, mainly by fellows who 
have set up business in manufacturing neigh- 
bornoods and derive the biggest part of their 
trade from the workers in the factories. Under 
this system a mechanic or laborer who is 
known to the saloonkeeper is permitted to 
consume from 10 to 50 cents’ worth of 
liquor a day and bave it ‘chalked up’ 
to him. These accounts run from one to three 
weeks, and of course at the end of the latter 
period usually amount to a long way more 
than the man can afford to pay. He pays his 
score, though, in nine cases out of ten, because 
he knows if be didn't he would soon vet a rep- 
utation among the saloonkeepers of the neigh- 
borhood as a bilk and could not then get 
any liquor at all. Everybody knows that a 
man will be more extravagant when be can get 
his wants of this sort supplied on 
credit than if be had to pay cash for it. If 
the workers in the shops and factories all over 
the city were made to plank down the money 
every time they took a drink or set em up’ 
for the boys, the revenue of the saloonkeepers 
would fall off 50 per cent.” 


THE MAYORALTY CONTEST, 


EIGHTH WARD PRECINCTS TAKEN UP YES- 
TERDAY—THE MISSING AFFIDAVITS. 

The recount of votes in the Mayoralty con- 
test was resumed in Commissioner Windes’ 
office yesterday ana progressed to the Third 
Precinct of the Eighth Ward. The result was 
a net gain of one vote for Judge Smith. One 
ballot which had been found Friday with the 
name of “Shmith’’ written in pencil was not 
tallied by the Democratic tellers originaliy, but 
has subsequentiy been counted, and thus the 
net gain of Judge Smith reaches 27. The 
Eighth and Ninth Precinets of the Seventh 
Ward were passed, as the envelopes were in- 
dorsed: Found open and sealed. J. G. Neu- 
meister.“ All the other envelopes were pro- 
nounced sufficiently sealed by the Commis- 
sioner. A seal was found broken on some of 
them, but not to such an extent as to endanger 
the safety of the ballots. There were rio inter- 
ruptions by the defense and an early adjourn- 
ment was taken to give the lawyers some time 
for other business. The count will be resumed 
Monday. Yesterday’s work is summarized in 


the following table; 
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It has not escaped attention that the affi- 
davits in the great majority of precincts 
already counted bave been missing. There 
was much affidavit voting in Mr. Harrison's 
behalf at the last spring election. For instance, 
the poll-books showed a total of 821 “ sworn- 
in“ votes in the precincts of the First 
Ward. Not one ot these affidavits was 
found with the returns! Where did 
they disappear so unanimously? There 
were several rotten precincts in this ward 
where patent affidavit manufactories were 
kept going from morning till night election- 
day. The discrepancies were not so great in 
the Second and Tuird Wards, and in the latter 
there bad been very few affidavits. It is pos- 
sibie that in some cases the failure to return 
these was due'to the carelesness of the judges, 
but in the suspicious South Side precinots it 
bas been the custom for years for the gang to 
steal these affidavits to avoid unpleasant con- 
sequenees. Inthe Fourth and Fifth Wards 
also, very few of the affidavits were found. In 
the Sixth Ward the poll-books show that 780 
persons voted on affidavits. In all the thirteen 
precincts of this ward just three affidavits 
were returned. That there was crooked work 
in the Sixth there was a great deat of evidence 
to show at the time. The Aldermanic contest 
has brought out some of this crookedness 
and shown how wharf-rats and others with- 
out habitation voted, That the judges in 
neglecting to turnin any of the hundreds of 
affidavits were simply “careless” passes be- 
lief. In the Seventh Ward the same condition 
of affairs was shown. Probably a full canvass 
of all the precincts of the city will show that 
not 20 per cent of the affidavits were turned in. 
The gang election judges whom the ringsters 
in the Council appointed for the purpose knew 
what was expected of them. Without the 
**sworn-in’’ votes Harrison would have bad no 
show. So every accommodation was afforded 
the bired baliot-box stuffers and repeaters to 
get in their votes. Then throughout the whole 
city the evidences of those votes which it was 
required to preserve were allowed to be stolen 
or to disappear in any convenient way, It 
passes belief that this should be done so unt 
vorsally unless there had been a previous un- 
derstanding. The thing had been so common 
for years that the men engaged ju it probably 
thought little of the matter: The scanning ty 
which the registry-lists were subjected in some 
quarters made the affidavits doubly necessary 
in order to get in the fraudulent votes, and 
means were doubtiess devised at this time for 
doing away with these evidences which woula 
have shown bow extensive was the conspiracy 
to secure an election by perjury.

Dungan, acting for the Bureau of Steam-En- 
gineering. The vessel was christened by Miss 
Edith Clebarne of Philadelphia, who, besides 
breaking the customary bottie of wine over the 
vessel's bow, liberated a canary, an Irish lin- 
net, and an oriole.

But of late 
years the various Governments have n to 
convene their Diets at the same time that the 
Reichstag is called together by the Emperor, 
and since this has oceasioned many inéon- 
veniences and hardsbips the opposiuon against 
the biennial-session plan bas lost much ground.

Some recent curiosities of the administra- 
tion of justice in German courts may be noted 
en passant. A writer on educational themes, 
Lawris Christensen, had adversely . criticised 
the value of biblical stories—such as that ot 
Abrabam sacrificing Isaago—for children, and 
had incidentally said some hard things about 
the early Hebrew conception of Jebovah. For 
this he was sentenced to one month’s imprison- 
ment as being guilty of biaspbhemy, but ap- 
pealed to the Imperial Court at Leipzig. That 
tribunal, after a very thorough revision of the 
evidence and the case, annulled the decree of 
the lower court and remanded it back for a 
new trial. In its decision the court admitted

THEIR LAST SESSION. 8 
THE OLD COUNTY BOARD MEETS AND AD- 

JOURNS—A PRESENT TO COMMISSIONER 

OCHS. 

The last meeting of the County Board of 
1884-85 was held yesterday afternoon, all the 
Commissioners being present exce pt McCiough- 
rey. President Ochs’ term of office has ex- 
pired, and with him go out Senne, Patrick Mo- 
Carthy, Mike Wasserman, and Leach. On 
President Ochs’ desk was a huge pyramid of 
flowers four feet high, with the inscription at 
the base in violets, President Cook County 
Board, 1884-85.“ The proceedings opened with 
the report of the Charity Commuttee, recom- 
mending that Or. Spray, Superintendent of the 
Insane Asylum, be empowered to employ a fe- 
male physician at a salary not to exceed 
$100 a month. When the matter was 
brought to a vote it resulted in 
the adoption of the recommendation. 

A wrangle came up when the bill of E. D. Wil- 
mans for 81.000 came up. Wilmang was the cx- 
‘pert appointed b, Commissioner Senne to in- 
vestigate the condition of the books in the 
abstract department and to report the proba- 
bie cost tur putting them in proper shape. 
At the time the Commissioner thought the 
work could be done in about fifteen days, and 
allowed Wilmans $10 a day. Wilmans, bow- 
ever, was at work for 104 days, and bis bill in 
consequence assumed $1,000 proportions. 
There was a great deal of quarreling over the 
bill, but the whole matter was finally referred 
to the new board. President Ochs was about 
to adjourn the meeting when be was called 
upon for a speech, and Warden McGarigie of 
the hospital made his appearance with two 
large, handsome mahogany cases contuining a 
solid-silver dinner service, which was presented 
to Mr. Ochs with a speech by Van Peit on behalf 
of the County Commissioners. Mr. Ochs ac- 
knowledged the present in a fitting speech and 
invited the assembiage to adjourn to Commis- 
sioner Wasserman’s place under the Brevoort 
House, where a repast was served. Commis- 
sioner Klehm, on behalf of the Repubi:can 
Commissioners, made a peat speech, in which 
he assured Mr. Ochs that he was well pleased 
with the manner in which the retiring Presi- 
dent had administered the affairs of the county 
during the year. Commissioner Wren also 
joined in assuring Mr. Ochs of the good will 
existing towards him by the Republicans of 
1884-5. The new board will be convened br 
County-Clerk Ryan at 2 o'clock tomorrow, and 
avcording to the siate made out by the Kepub- 
lican caucus Mr. Klehm will assume the Presi- 
dent's gavel.

TROUBLES OF A MAN WHO WANTED A HOSE- 
BIT, 

The following communication was received 
ai THe TRIBUNE office yesterday: 

HIGHLAND PARK, III., Dec. 4.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.}|—I went into Chicago yesterday to pur- 
chased a three-quarter inch hose-bit for use in 
my house. I called at two or three plumbers’ and 
asked for it, and all said they did not have it, but 
one man referred me to Clow & Son, dealers on 
Lake street, so I went to that house and they had 
it. but Mr. Clow regretted to say that as lam not a 
plumber he was prohibited by the plumbers from 
selling it tome. I would like to knowif this is 
Chicago’s status in this and similar trades? I have 
sent to another city for what I want in this line 
and shall so advise others. X. 

Mr. James B. Clow, head of the firm or Lake 
street dealers in piumbers’ supplies, said he 
recollected the inquiry for the article referred 
to perfectiy well, and he declined to supply it 
simply because the would-be customer was not 
a deaier, ana therefore not entitled to pur- 
chase anything of the description at a whole- 
saerate. A distinct understanding existed 
between the wholesale houses and the plumb- 
ers that no goods were to be retailed by the 
former, and it was for this reason and no other 
that be declined f fill the order. He said that 
such articles could usually be obtained from 
any plumber, and ceuld not understand why 
this customer bh failed to get it, unless it 
was that he was unwilling to pay the difference 
between the wholesale and retail price, which 
is about 10 per cent, and would amount to not 
more than 15 or 20 cents on a hose-bit siullar 
to the one the man who made the complaint 
required and failed to procure.

THE REAL-ESTATB MEN INTERESTED. 

No class of people. not even the residents 
of the suburbs, are more convinced of the de- 
sirability of suburban annexation than the 
real-estate. dealers of Chicago, particularly 
those of them who make a speciality of sub- 
urban property. Except Lake View and Hyde 
Park, and in some degree Lake, none of these 
places, though practically’ part of this great 
city, enjoy any of the comforts of metropol- 
itan life. Their water is obtained from muddy 
wells, they have no gas, no S¢wers—none, 
in fact, of what ina city are considered. the 
necessaries of a modern house, ir prop- 
erty does not 4ppreciate in value. It will not 
bring much more now than it did five years 
ago, while property within tbe N Umits has 
doubled, trebled, and quadrupled in value. The 
suburbanites’ tax-bill is always bigh; che city 
residents’ is, comparatively speaking, moder- 
ate. The great warebouses, the elevators, the 
wholesale houses, the corporations, and the 
real property of the business part of a great 
city like Chicago bear the burden of taxation; 
the. cottagere”’ tax is light. The dread of the 
higher taxation of a city ia abogey of the an- 
cient gossiper ip the suburbs. If any subur- 
banite will but compare{his. tax rece: pt with the 
tax receipt of a city resident who has at least 
as good a house he will find this to be the case. 
These are patent facts to the Chicagoan of 
bumble means looking for a dome, and he 
avoids the suburbdeif possible and seeks in the 
outskirts of the city for such piace as he can 
find. He prefers to live in a cottage in the 
city to living ua room three-story house in 
the suburbs, because ot the metropolitan con- 
veniences of the city house. These things 
are not lost on the ‘resi-estate dealers, and 
as before stated no class of people in the com- 
munity are more deeply interested iu the sub- 
ject of annexation. isis more éspeciaily so 
with those who own property witbin two miles 
ot the city limits. With one or two exceptions 
they say that it this belt of territory were 
added to Chicago tomorrow it would raise the 
price of the property io their bands from 25 to 
80 percent. When a customer calls on one of 
them. now, say a New-Yorker who has gone 
into business in Chicago and whe wants to 
build in a suitable locality. a lot is shown him 
in a suburb in a desirable location, The price 
is moderate, and all things are agreeable, but 
when he comes to learn that it is not located in 
Chicago the in is off. Were the city 
limits half a mile or even half a block beyond, 


_a‘bargain would be struck. The difference in 


price between property within the city limite 
and property outside and equaliy well located, 
except as to that, is really surprising. So aiso 
is the advance in the price of such property.

the Legisiature meets again an Organization 
will be formed among them for the purpose of 
amending the present law or repealing it alto- 
gether. A prominent real-estate dealer yes- 
terday said that a simple statute applying to 
cities of over 100,000 inbabitants which would 
sllow the residents of any territory adjoining 
such city the right to apply for admission by a 
majority vote, and which would confer On the 
Mayor and Common Couneil of the city power 
to grant the petition or refuse, as the case 
might be, would do. Provision, be said, might 
be made in the law for the assumption of the 
debts and other obligations of the territory 
seeking to be annexed by the city. This simple 
plan met with universal approval. The present 
law was generally ridiculed. It is said 
to be the work of a suburban 
statesman who now regrets that he ever had 
anything todo with it. The statute seems to 
have been framed to prevent the natural ex- 
pansion of the city. But the expansion can- 
not be prevented. The proposed simpiifica- 
tion of the legal method of annexation will be 
discussed thoroughly by the e men 
before further steps are taken. 

But the real-estate men and suberbanites 
are not aloue in the desire for simplification. 
The members of the Citizens’ Association and 
that organization as a body have already ex- 
pressed their desire for a change in connec- 
tion with the drainage of the city. In their 
annual report they suggest the consolidation 
into one municipality the Towns of Evanston, 
Niles, Lake View, Hyde Park, Jefferson. Cicero, 
Lake, and parts of Worth, L. ons, and Calumet. 
Some of the more intelligent of our civic legie- 
lators favor the same pian and for similar rea- 
sons. In a pampulet dealing with this ques- 
tion in connection with the drainage proposals 
Ala. Shorey says: 

The interésts of the people in the adjacen 
towns, and particulariy those ou the north and 
on the south, are identical with the interests 
of the people within the City of Chicago, and 
it would be for their advantage to be identified 
with Chie in name as Well a’ interest. 
Every lot of land and every acre requſred now 
for subdivisions into lots would be more valu- 
able as a part of a wmetropolitan city rather 
thau as a part ot an outlying suburb. There 
age some Interests of great and especial im- 
portance which can be best promoted only 
through the power of one common municipal 
government.

Ultimately, however, they 
will see the advantage, because as the city 
grows toward them they will be the more dis 
posed to come in. It is foolish to deny the ad- 
vantage of location of property in a great city 
like Chicago. To be part of the city is in itself 
something that would advance the price of 
property outside of the intrinsic advantages of 
being part of a well-drained, well-lighted, well 
protected municipality. The more one thinks 
on this subject the more convinced he must 
become of the wisdom of the movement in fa- 
vor of annexation. The time wiil come when 
Chicago will embrace most of Cook County, 
perhaps the whole of it, when, instead of bay- 
ing duplicate governments, the whole territory 
will consist of one municipality, with one gov- 
ernment, of course. This annexation agita- 
tion will do good.“ 

Mr. Jacob Weilsaid: “ What do I think of 
the prospect of suburban annexation? Of 
course I think well of it.

But some of the property is 
owned by persons in England, other 
portions by people in Texas, California, etc., 
and the location of some Owners ‘they banhot 
find out. However, they hope to be able to 
succeed in securing the: necessary three- 
fourths within the required time. Mr. A. G. 
Cox, ex-Ald. Baragwanath, and 8. 8. Kimball 
are working earnestly for this result, and un 
annexation organization has been formed. 
There is mo question, they say, that they 
will be able to secure the signatures of the 
necessary number of electors. When the sig- 
natures of both property-owners and electors 
are obtained to the petition they will be sub- 
mitted to the Chicago Common Council and the 
Jefferson Town Board. A vote on che ques 
uon of ennexation will probably take place 
next April. There is no doubt of the result 
favoring the annexationists, notwithstanding 
the wire-pulling ana plottings of a little gang 
of small politicians who reside in the vicinity 
of the Viliage of Jefferson and the insane asy- 
lum at Norwood Park.

Bostox, Mass. Nov. 30.—|Svecial Corre- 
gpondence.}—The observatory at Cambridge is 
not open to the public. I therefore appre- 
eiatea the favor it really was, not only to have 
two hours’ time of one of the assistant pro- 
¢essors given me, but that be should have 
patience to present his subject clearly to an 

¢ to say the least, very cloudy on as- 
trovomy. The building is ona slight eminence 
ind has extensive grounds. The centre por- 
tion, containing the large telescope, has the 
ysual dome roof, while the two wings have 
gimilar smaller domes. It looks as ii it might 
be a mosque transplanted from Turkey. In 
ope wing is the dwelling of the Professor in 
charge; the other is filled with offices. I was 
to find that much day work prepara- 
tory for the night is all the time going on. 
When I was told that there were five 
Wound «books either on astronomy or 
pearing upon the subject, I began to realize 
what an immense number of beads bad been 
vont over interminable rows of figures, which I 
shudder to think of, and innumerable necks 
stretched upward in bygone days to view the 
ark bide vault above. However, the astro- 
pomical neck is not to be broken in the coming 
def, for I saw an instrument 80 constructed 
that by peering into the side reflections were 
Nalin that otherwise would have to be made at 
the sacrifice of afew muscles, the memory of 
which 1 recall as far back as my own school 
— of books, row upon row, rep- 
resented the whole cultivated world; for there 
were reports from the observatories at Green- 
wich, Berlin, Vienna. Milan, Brussels, Paris, 
Madrid, Pulkova in Russia, and Cordova in 
south America. The Russians have the 
grace to publish in French or German. 
Indeed, it is quite necessary if they hope to 
secure readers, for not only is theirs a very 
difficult language to master, but the patience 
it takes is beyond estimating. I remember a 
Russian one of our simple words in bis 
own N and it occupied che whole line 
of ordinary letter paper. 
A GREAT MAGAZINE. 
And now I want to break to you gently avery 
word—the name of a magazine published in 
Germany four times a year, the Astronomische- 
Nachrichten, founded by Prof. Schumacher, car- 
ried on now by the Astronomische Gesellschaft. 
you are wondering what you have 
done that I should premeditately inflict such 
unpronounceable words upon you. I shall go 
no further, for, although some of the papers 
were written in English, the ¢ibject matter 
was so far beyond me it might just as 
well have been Choctaw for all I com- 
prehended. I refer to the magazine merely, 
because every contribution is printed in the 
authors own language. I saw io one number 
articles in Italian, German, Spanish French, 
and English. When 1 found that there was a 
perfected scheme by which the heavens were 
mapped out and portions assigned to the dif- 
ferent countries where the latitude was most 
favorabie for certain investigations, it unques- 
tienably seemed a necessary thing to have a 
magazine that could be the receptacie for the 
research of all nations. There were some very 
old books in the library. One bound in vellum 
dated back to 1666, printed in Latin. When we 
consider bow those old fellows groped around 
in the dark ip two senses of the word it seems 
tod bad that they could not have heard what I 
did today—that the position of all the 
large stats is now established and the 
researoh is now for tne smaller ones; 
not only to discover more, but to 
aalen them their correct place on the map of 
the beavens. But just imagine what patience 
such a life as this takes. I hardly wondered at 


8 : for the ideas be put forth to penetrate 


my brain, when I learned that for three years 
his duty consisted in taking observations on 
the brilliancy of the stars to the naked eye. 
At the Same time some other tireless student 
wes busy taking notes on we brilliancy of the 
game stars as they appeared through the tele- 
dope. 


A WONDERFUL TIME-CLOCK. 

I was taken down into the cellar to have the 
time service explained to me, and there I 
found two small rooms built of double brick 
walls which were filled in with sawdust in order 
that the temperature of the interior might not 
vary rapidiy.

There is a 
total absence of such inducomenits in thiniy- 
populated districts; and to this otreumstanee 
mere than tu any criminal disposition inberent 
in tue character of our peasantry are due most 
oi these senseless outrages which inflict such 
grievous injury oa the character and on the 
eause of the Irish people.

There is one circumstance to which I have 
not previously alluded that may lend to the 
Irish vote, if caat for the a greater 
power than was present to my mind when, in 
my letter from Glasgow, I dealt with the 
strength of the Irish electorate of Great 
Britain. This circumstance is the attitude of 
the Catbolie Bishops and priests in Eu 
and Scotiand on the education question.

calism, the Catholic hierarchy of Great Britain 
call upon the Catholic (chiefly the Irish) people 
of England and Sootland to vote only for such 
Candidates as will be supporters of Christian as 
against secular education.

CORNELIUS VANDERBILT DOING HIS LEVEL 
BEST TO CONVERT THE BANKERS AND 
SPECULATORS TO CHRISTIANITY — THE

New York, Dec. 5,—|Special.]—Cortielus 
Vanderbilt has undertaken to religiously re- 
form Wall street. William H. Vanderbilt has 
just been successful in starting a big boom ia 
the business of that section, and now the son 
means to effect a spiritual movement.

t. first protracted farces that 

came out had some excuse for exjstence, 
eoutaining as they did satire upon p of 
every-day life and here and there a gleam of 
bumor. The indulgence of the public has 
now, however, beer so much imposed upon 
that the pieces are written by persons without 
ability, and acted, for the most part, by per- 
formers without talent. A protest against the 
indelleaey of questionable scenes and the in- 
adequacy of untrained effort will serve the 
best of the theatre: for it should be 
evident to all that the constant offenses of- 
fered to public intelligence will weaken the 
confidence of playgoers and will ultimately 
eonduce to the neglect of attractions really 
worthy of support. Were it not for the fact 
that the novdescript productions here men- 
toned had somehow found their way into first- 
ciass theatres they would not be dignified even 
by the attention which is implied in dispraise.

, GREATNESS OF THE WORK. 
The performance of Dvorak’s Spectre's 
@enide” by the Arion Club of Milwaukee last 
"8a nesday was interesting upon several ac- 
n dut perbaps first because it gives a 
idea of tne enterprise of the “rowdy 
t.“ as it still pleases certain Yaukee cock-

In re- 
lying upon rhythm and clear form be differs 
not aione from Wagner's practice, but also 
from his teaching. Nevertheless it is evident 
that Dvorak does not restore rhythm fo its pro- 
per place in music by reason of any faliure 
in appreciating me unerampled richness of 
modern music in emotional expression by 
means of harmonic changes, coloring, and 
chromatic or otherwise strongiy-appealing 
melody. . All these elements of musical speech 
are to him vernacular. In the first choruses 
the yoeal coloring is masterly, and the whole 


monotony. 

beyond the wiidest reckoning of the belated 
toper, who counts to Pours unheard of in sober 
moments; but Dvorak does not keep the chime 
sounding—he merely suggests it by an orches- 
tral figure. As be uses it, the device is poetic 
and impressive. The first solo of the Bride is 
singularly beautiful. When the Spectre has 
knocked at the door and the maiden has gone 
forth with him, a series of choruses ensues, 
representing their head-long flight. These are 
masterly in their handling, aud phenomenal in 
the judgment with which they are relieved 
by duets and other soft movements, in or 
der to rest the attention and thereby pre- 
pare for a Kii more abundant climax. When 
the cherchyard has been reached the horrors 
are not over; the awful scene in the dead- 
house has yetto follow. The ‘contrast here 
between thé evil and the good is wonderfully 
well made. Tite maiden’s invocation to the 
Virgin, at this point, isto be compared only 
to Elizabeth's prayer in the third act of ‘* Tann- 
Dauser, which at the beginning and ending 
this one unfortunately and somewhat hazard- 
ously recalis. 

The strength of Dvorak’s work is purely 
musical. Its rieh and masterly orchestration 
ts but the legitimate vesture of musical and 
poetic ideas requiring it. Its weakness is per- 
haps in not enough considering the function of 
speech in choral song, and in a forgetfulness of 
the limitations of voices as to sustained rapid- 
ity of utterance, and in the matter of ascer- 
taining the correct intonation witbout the aid 
of a comprehended tonality. Upon the latter 
point it may be said that Dvorak is fully 
as modern as any composer who 
has undertaken to write. for voices 
in our day. He appears to regard 
all keys as legitimate, and in a passage in six 
Hats digresses for a phrase ingo two or four 
sharps, as sweetly as if such an evasion would 
be no more to the singer than an ordinary in- 
cident of music-reading. The text is rather un- 
kindly dealt with as to poetic quantity, the 
long syllables frequently fallmg upon sbort 
notes. This misfortune should be corrected 
as speedily as possible. The best way of doing 
it woukl be by means of judicious verbal 
changes in the text, which powhere rises to po- 
etic hignts making such changes trreverent or 
troublesome. When “The Speetre’s Bride 
comes to performance by our Appolo Club it is 
greatly to be desired that the associate mem- 
bers should avail tnenrseives of their privileges 
in the matter of attending rehearsals, for such 
a work needs to be heard several times.

HOW JUSTIC# IS THWARTED, 


A NEW YORK GAMBLER’S NERVE, AIDED BY 
THE TACTICS OF “SUCCESSFUL CRIMINAL 
LAWYeRS,”’ SAVES HIS NRX. 

New Tonk, Deo. 5.—|Speécial.}—That cool- 
ness and steadiness of nerve which are part of 
a gambier’s professional acquireident have 
saved Frank Brower, a somewhat notorious 
New York gamester, from being banged for 
murder. Frank bas for several years been an 
active and blithesome figure in the vicious an- 
nexes of upper Broadway, where he ran a4 faro- 
bank whenever the police relaxed their vigilance 
or complaisance. He was a handsome young 
rascal, bleached to an interesting whiteness by 
night wakefulness over the greéu cloth, and by 
day a dandified promenader in the district of 
feminine shopping. There he flirted with the 
pretty wife of John Healey, a clerk in a hotel, 
and soon became au ardeat wooer at ber homie, 
from which her husband was kept absent most 
of the time by his employment. Brower was 
wit enough in his eourtship, and te 
proposed elopenient, with death as the only 
alternative. Day after day he insisted that 
Mrs. Healey should abandon her husband and 
child to go off with him; but she had no notion 
of so serious a kind of untfaithfulness, and at 
length, after trying in vain to dissuade him from 
the project, distinetly refused to continue the 
intimacy. Thés was at an interview wherein 
the only witness was the woman's boy, aged 4. 
Brower again warned the woman that he would 
kill her unless she eloped with him. She again 
said no. Then he drew a metol, cbased her 
around the room untit be caught ber, befd ter 
fast while plaeing the firearm to ber head, and 
pulled the trigger. Mrs. Healey fell ancon- 
scious, and the gambler, with calmness re- 
stored by the tragedy, pocketed the weapon 
and walked out. The wound was fatal: but, 
before dying, tie erring wife, in a few painful, 
broken sentences, secused Hrower of deifber- 
ately murdering her. His threat to do it had 
been heard by several persons. The child gave 
a circumstantial account of the homicide.

THE OLD MISSION. 

The old Franciecan, in a quiet way, seems

As much that 
the old missionary related is not recorded in 
the written histories, it may interest the reader 
of this to learn the story of the mission, as 
preserved partly by the Indians and purtly by 
the records kept by Father Marquette and the 
other missionaries who ministered to the In- 


here. 
‘Tt was early in 1665, the old father relates, 
that Father Aliouez, a young French Jesuit 
was among his countrymen and 
Indians near Quebec, learned from his 
converts that somewhere at the end of 
the “Big Seas (Lake Superior) there was a 
where all the powerful tribes ot the 
t met in friendly concourse during 
the summer to huntand fish. Father Allouez 
al once decided that this was the piace for him 
to establish a mission through which he might 
Dring all the Indians to a knowledge of the 
true God. He started in early summer and 
reached Chequamegon Bay Oct. 1, 1665. The 
location was all that he had anticipated, and he 
immediately established a mission, readily se- 
cu the help of the Indians, who were all 
friendly, in building a rude structure on what 
i¢ now known as Houghton's Point, on the 
mainiand, about five mues south of the pres- 
nt Town of Bayfield. 

It may be added here that this promontory 
‘was bougbt up immediately after the late War 
asyndicate composed of Senator Breckin- 
of Kentucky, Gen. Robert Toombs of 
Georgia, the late Vice-President Hendricka, 
and Messrs. Rice of St. Paul and Steele of 
Washington, with the expectation that it would 
prove a valuable site for a city when the coun- 
tty was opened by railroads. Noimprovement 
bas ever been made on the land, however, and 
the evidences of worship—remnants of the old 

mission—aro still intact.

The 

tof the famous explorer and mis- 

nary which is considered as authentic is a 

now at Marquette College., in Milwau- 

and owned by Father Lalumiere, one of 


FATHER MARQUETTE. ~_ 


Of Father Baraga, who revived the mission in 
1835, the old Franciscan bas many pleasant 
reminiscences. The old mission, as is known, 
was abandoned by the missionaries tn 1471. 
Fatner Marquette was the last missionary sta- 
tioned there. In the year named war was be- 
gun between the powerful Sioux nation and 
their allles, the Ottawas and the Hurons. The 
latter, fearing massacre because of their com- 
paratively small numbers, fied from the island 
and main land surrounding as soon as naviga- 
tion opened in the spring. Just 184 years later 
Frederick Baraga, a zealous young Austrian 
Jesuit, after his ordination in Lay bach sailed 
the 12th of November, 1830, from Vienna for 
America, for the purpose of laboring among 
the Indians. He arrived in New York the last 
day of the year 1830. He immediately set sail 
for Cincinnati, where be arrived Jan. 18. 1831. 
Bishop Fenwick received the young priest with 
the greatest kindness, and rejoiced very much 
when be learned that Father Baraga wanted to 
devote bimself to the Indian missions of his 
diocese. 

The 28th of May of the same year Father 

arrived at Arbre Croche, in Ottawa— 
“Waganakisi, Crooked-Tree’’—now Harbor 
Springs. Here he labored with great zeal at 
the conversion of the poor Indians, amidst un- 
told bardships and privation, untii 1833, bap- 
tizing in all 461 lndiaus, old and young. From 
there be was sent to an Indian mission uear 
the present town of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
where in sixteen months he baptized 170. 
From Grand Rapids be was sent to the Chippe- 
was of Lake Superior. 

He arrived in La Pointe the 27th of July, 
1835. He found there a motley gaathering 
ot Chippewws, haif-breeds, Canadian-French, 
and a few Americans. The Indians were over- 
joyed at the coming of the “ Black Gown”’ 
among them, and immediately went to work 
and put up a chapel 50x20 feet and 20 feet 
high. The chapel was so far completed in one 
week that mass could be saidinit. Within 
five months be baptized 186, many of them 
adults, and between 1835-'45 981 Indians, halt- 
breeds, and whites, not including those whose 
names are recorded in Superior. 


A SAINTLY MAN’S LIFE. 


His life in La Pointe may be summed up: 
Hardships and privations without number— 
oftentimes fish and poor bread were his only 
food—giving away almost everything to the 
poor, improvident Indians—teaching, travel- 
ing, making rosaries, writing devotional and 
catechetical books in Chippewa, prayers and 
meditations. Such was the lite of this saintly 
man, the Apostle of the Chippewa and Ot- 
tawa Nations. In 1845 he left La Pointe, and 
henceforta labored in L’Anse and vicinity 
among the Indians. It was there he composed 
his Chippewa-English Dictionary and Uram- 
mar, which work ranks him among the fore- 
most of Indian scholars. In 1853 he was 
raised to the episcopal dignity, and some three 
years ago the relater had his first pastoral! let- 
ter to his dusky children of the forest, a 
unicum of its kind, written in Chippewa. 
Even as Bishop be loved to pertorm all the 
functions of a simple missionary priest, teach- 
ing Catechism, visiting the sick, hearing con- 
fessions, and the like. He died Jan. 19, 1868. 
All Marquette turned out at his funeral. In- 
dians and whites, Protestants and Catholics, 
vied with each other to honor the memory of 
the pious, humble, and zealous missionary and 
Bishop who had departed this life to receive 
the reward of his labors in Heaven. 

The present church was erected by Father 
Baraga, and the relicsof the former mission, 
among them the painting which Father Mar- 
auette bad brought with him from.France, 
which the Indians had reverently preserved, 
were placed in the new building. Here they 
bave been caretully taken care of since. The 
littie winter chapel in the attic and the 
rooms adjoining show bow many relics the 
curiosity-seeker bas placed upon his what- 
not. Here is found the old sanctuary lamp 
wade of wood, and the Bishop's candlestick 
of the most primitive Eind. The old registers 
of baptisms and marriages are shown, and 
Bishop Baraga’s signature, especially notice- 
able on account of the peculiar stroke of the 
pen after the last a of his name. 

The painting brougbt by Father Marquette 
and now adorning the interior walls of ‘the 
cbhureh deserves more than a passing notice. 
It is a copy of Rubens’ famous Descent 
from the Cross,“ and the copy was made 
by a master band. A few years ago an at- 
tempt was mode by F. N. Finney, the man- 
ager ot the Wisconsin Central Koad, to learn 
something of the history of the painting. 
He wrote to a number of artists in France, 
and to the famous writer on art subjects, 
Philip Gitbert Hammerton, but failed to 
learn the name of the painter, or the date of 
its production. The accompanying cut gives 
a correct idea of the old painting as it ap- 
pears today. 


THE OLD PAINTING.

THE BOOTS SAVED HIM. 


HOW A WESTERN HUNTER ACCIDENTALLY 
GAVE A MOUNTAIN LION THE WORST OF 
IT. 

LANDER, Wyo., Dec. 4.—[{Special.]—BSill Ant- 
lers has been telling Tur TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent an adventure of his and his old hunting 
chum, Jack Gaylor. Ten years ago Antiers 
and Gayior were hunting in partnership in the 
Rattlesnake Mountains. Their market for 
meat was Fort Washakie, and in the early fall 
they came to that post with a large supply of 
game. They soon sold out and started back to 
the mountains, Bill growling because Jack 
bad “wasted” $10 on a pair of cavairy 
boots. The third night from the post the two 
hunters camped at the upperendof the Devil's 
Walk. This was a narrow sheif that ran along 
the edge of a dizzy precipice overhanging one 
of the mountain torrents of the Rattiesnakes. 
None but the most bardy ever attempted to 
follow the Devil's footsteps; but among the 
most hardy were numbered Bill and Jaca.

THE GLOWING LETTER WRITTEN HOME BY 
OUR NEW MINISTER, B. W. HANNA, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—The Minister of 
the Argentine Republic has bad his attention 
called to a recent letter of Bayliss W. Hanna, 
our Minister tothe Argentine Republic. It 
appears that Mr. Hanna, soon after his arrival, 
wrote home to one of his friends, and in his 
letter dwelt upon the fact that the country was 
fullof money, and that be saw great possibili- 
ties for getting rich. He said that be wished 
be had two old Indiana friends whom be 
named with bim, and be would make them rich. 

The letter was given, by the indiscreet friend 
to whom it was addressed, to the Crawfords- 
ville Argus and was published, creatine such 
humorous uproar im Indiava that the attention 
of the authorities here bas been directed to it. 
The Argentine Minister understood that Mr. 
Hanus charged that his Government was one 
of the most corrupt, but the publighed copy of 
the letter reached bere today and showed that 
Mr. Hanna simply called it the most extrava- 
gant. It is not probable that the Argentine 
Minister will ask the State Department to take 
any action, and it is not probable that the State 
Department will take any action independent- 
ly. Tne letter, as published in the Crawfords- 
ville Argus, is dated Buenos Ayres, Oct. 7, and 
after relating inciaents of the journey to that 
piace, continues: a 

This isa wonderful city of over 350.000 souls, 
and a revelation to me. There is more money here 
than in any place 1 ever saw, but just now they 
are having our greenback days over again, gold 
being worth 414%, It is the most extravagant Gov- 
ernment on earth. Iwill send you a paper con- 
taining a full account of my reception. Iwill be 
noone | 8 or week.

A HIGH PRICE FOR AN ENGINE-HOUSE LOT. 

Tuesday, Nov. 10, a lot 17x114 feet, between 
Vernon and Rhodes avenues, froutmg south on 
Dougias avenue, was sold by C. H. Payne of 
Cleveland to N. B. Loomis for the considera- 
tion ot $1,785, or $105 per foot frontage. Nov. 
26 another lot in the same block, 404x102 feet, 
was recorded as having been transferred by 
William Dorsett to the City of Chicago for 
$6,238, or exactly $155 a foot. Property-holders 
on Dougias avenue and other citizens were a 
little curious to know why the city should pay 
nearly athird more for its purchase than pri- 
vate individuals did. 

A TRIBUNE reporter saw Mr. N. B. Loomis, 
who only stated that he had bought the seven- 
teen feet because it was contiguous to other 
property he owned, He ‘thought $105 a foot a 
good price for the property he had bought. 
The property bought by the city, however, 
had the advantage of bemg on the north and 
south alley which runs through the block, and 
might be more valuable for fire and police uses. 

B. F. Jacobs, the real-estate man who acted 
for C. H. Payne in the transfers of the lots to 
N. B. Loomis and William Dorsett, knew noth- 
ing of the deal between William Dorsett and 
the city, but did not think $155 a foot an un- 
reasonable sum for the city to pay for sucha 
desirable lot. It was the intention of the city 
to erect a new police-station and engine-bouse 
on the said lot. Mr. Jacobs did not care to 
state the price that Mr. Dorsett paid for the 
property, but it is known to have been $120 a 
foot. It was the expectation of the proprietor 
all along to realize a better price for the lot se- 
cured by the city than for those sold to Mr. 
Loomis and others: It was only after consid- 
erabie delay that Mr. Payne agreed to sell the 
seventeen-foot lot to Mr. Loomis at $105 a 
foot. 

Messrs. Kinney and Kimball, the agents 
through whom Mr. Dorsett bougbt the lot, said 
they bad paid as high as $120 a foot for prop- 
erty in the same block, and did not think that 
the city was paying any too much for such an 
eligible lot. It it had been known that the city 
was buying the property to erect a police sta- 
tion on, it was doubtful if they could have se- 
cured it at all, owing to the objection made by 
people in the neighborhood to the placing of a 
police station thereabouts. It appears that the 
city did not advertise for bids and that there 
was no chance for competition. Ald. Clarke put 
in an order directing the purchase of this par- 
ticular lot and it weat through without oppo- 
sition. 

NEW BUILDINGS. 

Architect W. L. Carroll has just completed 
plans for a picturesque residence for William 
Alister of B. F. Norris & Co., to. be erected at 
once at the southwest corner of Forty-seventh 
street and Greenwood avenue. The main en- 
tranee will be through an attractive arched 
poreb into a recepuon-hall done in hard wood, 
mainly butternut, 16 by 16 feet in size, contain- 
ing the main staircase. The parlor, which is 
to the left, will be reached througa an arch. 
This parior will be 20 by 16 feet in size and will 
be separated from ajdining-room of the same 
size by folding doors. The kitchen, pantry, 
etc., will be on this floor. The exterior style 
will be Queen Anne, with a hip roof broken by 
a large gabie in the centre and on the corner 
by a round tower, which will command a view 
of Drexel boulevard. The outer finish of the 
first story will be of narrow siding, the secord 
of California redwood shingles, and the 
of slate, which will be relieved by 
a number of chimneys running from 
the ground up.

Architect J. G. Hallberg bas just let con- 
tracts for seven three-story dwellings, 23x65 
feet each, to be built at the corner of Thirty- 
second street and Ellis avenue, to cost $40,000, 
for J. M. Thatcher. Five of the structures will 
have fronts of stone, mostly rock-faced, and 
two of pressed brick trimmed with terra-cotta.

Dr. E. F. Ingalls is building, after plans by 
Architect Hallberg, a fine residence and three- 
story flat building adjoining at the corner of 
Adams and Latin streets. The corner house, 
which will be the doctor’s future home, will be 
25x70 feet, three stories and basement high, 
and will have outside walls of pressed brick, 
trimmed with stone. The interior will be 
finished with bardwood below and pine above, 
and the flate will be equaily well finished in- 
side and out. The improvement will cost about 
$20,000. Dr. Ingals contemplates soon build- 
ing a four-story store and flat buildimg on Van 
Buren street, near Laflin.

BRICK WALL EFFLORESCENCE. 


Mr. J. C. Anderson in nis paper before the 
minois State Association of Architects Thurs- 
day, on the Efflorescenoe on the Face of 
Brick Walls,” said that the primary cause of 
the evil lay in the mortar of the walls. The 
sulphate of magnesia was the predominating 
substancein many of the limes. In the manu- 
facture of bricks sulphur was eliminated from 
the fron suiphite and coal screenings in the 
form of sulphuric acid and sulphurous vapor. 
The sulphuric acid combined with the boric 
and the sulphurous acid combined with the 
bodies having the highest alkaline properties. 
In laying up the walls the common bricks were 
saturated well with water to prevent too rapid 
absorption ot the water from the mortar, this 
causing it to set too quickly, and as most of 
the alkalis were insolubie in their first condi- 
tion, all of them as sulphates (except the lime) 
were highly soluble in the water which took 
them up, and in the process of the drying out 
of the walls were carried through the facing 
brick to the point of natural evaporation, 
which was the face side of the wall. where it 
came in contact with the atmosphere. As 
the water was distilled off the salt 
held in solution were ieft in crystal form 
on the surface, where they remained until the 
walls were thoroughly dried, or wet by a rain- 
storm, or a change of weather brought more 
moisture in contact with the surfaces of the 
wails than the brick contained when the crys- 
tal dissolved, and the solution would be again 
absorbea back into the brick. Mr. Anderson 
condemned the practice of washing the surface 
of walls with bydro-chioric acid to detaéh ad- 
herent mortar, as it tended, from the presence 
of sulphuric acid, to decompose the surface 
mortar, and permeated the mortar joints of the 
pressed brick. Only pure lime should be used 
in the cOastruction of the walis, and the best 
means to prevent efflorescence was to provide 
a pure mortar for laying up the facing brick, 
and then isolate this part of the wail from the 
rear wall with suitable impervious material, 


BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS.

—An article in last Suncay’s Tainuns upon 
“ Building Associations attracted my atten- 
non on account of the many erroneous state- 
meuts contained in it. The writer either 
labored under a dense ignorance of the sub- 
ject, or he was writing in the interest of loan- 
brokers. Without occupying much espace, 1 
desire to answer some of the statements. 

He compares the result of a loan made from 
a building associahon with one made from a 
loan agent, both payable, interest and princi- 
pal, in monthly installments, and shows that 
on the former loan the borrower would 
pay a larger amount than in 
the latter, during a period of eight years. But 
he neglects to state where and from whom a 
borrower can procure a loan, except from a 
building association, payabie in monthly in- 
stallments, either principal or interest. I defy 
him to refer to any person or en- 
gaged in the business of loanmg money that 
will make a building loan, or, in fact, any loan, 
and permit the borrower to repay it in monthly 
installments. He cannot doit. Persons loan- 
mg money want to keep it in large sums, and 
will not receive it in small amounts. Thus sil 
of the writer's figures on that point go for 
naught.
